COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - President Fo rd, 
citing China a s a n ex a mple a nd a cha lleng e, 
ca lled to da y fo r a new pa rtnership o f la bo r a nd 
educa to rs to ma ke America n scho o ls mo re pra cti­ 
ca l a nd industry mo re pro ductiv e. 
Ford, addressin g an applaud­ 
in g crowd at th e summer com­ 
men cemen t ex ercises of Oh io 
State Un iv ersity , spoke in ph ilo­ 
soph ical terms of th e proposed 
allian ce an d prov ided few de­ 
tails. 
But h e suggested th at th e 
un iv ersities open th eir doors to 
workin g people, n ot on ly as 
studen ts but as teach ers, an d 
said. “ Practical problem sol­ 
v ers can con tribute much to 
education , wh eth er or n ot th ey 
h old degrees.”

REYKJA VIK (UPI) - Ice­ 
land's new conservative gov­ 
ernment has cooled a crisis 
with the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, but has threat­ 
ened to touch off a new dispute 
uith Europe's major fishing na­ 
tions. 
Prime Minister Geir Hall- 
grimson told the nation yester­ 
day Iceland would stay in the

The announcement cooled a 
dispute that had been touched 
off when Iceland’s former left- 
wing government threatened to 
pull out of NATO and close the 
sprawling U.S. air base at Ke- 
flavik. 
Hallgrimson. however, also 
announced that his government 
intended to extend Iceland's 50- 
mile fishing limit to 200 miles 
by next year, raising the possi­ 
bility of a new dispute with 
major maritime powers such as 
Britain.

CHATTANOOGA. Tenn. (UPI) 
— A witness to the mysterious 
blast that shattered a downtown 
block of taverns, apartments 
and businesses says more than 
100 persons would have been 
killed had it happened on a 
weekend night 
As it was. the early morning 
blast yesterday killed one man 
and injured 13 others. 
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Police have been unable to 
pinpoint a cause for the blast, 
which inflicted damage esti­ 
mated at $10 million, but Police 
and Fire Commissioner Gene 
Roberts said “ preliminary indi­ 
cations are that it was some­ 
thing other than a bomb." 
The explosion shot flames 200 
feet in the air and shattered 
windows three blocks away. 


Dangerous Spill 


INWOOD. W Va U P I) - A 
Union Carbide tanker laden 
with 3,500 gallons of hexanal 
ran off Interstate 81 and rolled 
over on its side late yesterday, 
spilling some of the highly 
flammable liquid across the 
highway. State Police said 
“ If you dropped a cigarette 
butt in it, you’d lose half of 
south Berkeley County,” Troop­ 
er W’. F. SankbeiJ said. 
The tanker was headed north 
from Union Carbide's plant in 
South Charleston when the acci­ 
dent occurred about three miles 
north of here 
The driver. Kenneth Henson, 
45, Chesapeake. Ohio, was ad­ 
mitted to Kings Daughters Hos­ 
pital in Martinsburg in fair 
condition with facial and scalp 
lacerations. A co-driver in the 
truck did not require hospital 
treatment.

WASHINGTON U P I) - For­ 
eign Minister Umar al-Saqqaf 
of Saudi Arabia met with Presi­ 
dent Ford yesterday then was 
honored at a stag dinner hosted 
by Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 
Kissinger said the current 
two-day discussions on the Mid­ 
dle East would “ lead to a new 
chapter of relations between all 
Arab peoples and the Ameri­ 
cans. 
A White House spokesman 
said Ford reaffirmed a U.S. 
commitment during a 40-minute 
meeting with Saqqaf “ to re­ 
main actively involved in main­ 
taining momentum toward the 
achievement of a just and last 
peace." 
Ford invited Saudi Arabian 
King Faisal to visit the United 
States. 
Kissinger and Saqqaf dis­ 
cussed various technological, 
economic and social matters 
during the minister’s visit. 


Sulphur Blaze 


OLRA, Tex. (UPD — Thirty- 
eight cars carrying liquid sul­ 
phur to New Mexico derailed 
yesterday causing a “ volcano" 
of fire that spread a half mile 
long and 100 yards wide. 
The cars were part of a 73- 
car train earning the sulphur 
from the Duva! Sulphur plant 10 
miles southwest of Orla to 
Carlsbad, N.M. The train de­ 
railed eight miles from the 
plant in a sparsely populated 
area of West Texas. 
Wreckage was strewn along a 
half mile section of the tracks. 
One firefighter was bitten by 
a rattlesnake, but was not seri­ 
ously hurt. No one else was 
injured, though some firemen 
became ill from the sulphur 
fumes-

By UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 
Vassos Lyssarides, a leftist 
politician and adviser-physician 
to exiled President Makarios, 
was shot and slightly wounded 
today in Nicosia by gunmen 
who killed his bodyguard-dri ver 
and 
wounded 
the driver’s 
American wife and two by­ 
standers. 


Lyssarides blamed the shoot­ 
ing on EOKA guerrillas fighting 
to unite Cyprus with Greece 
and on the American Central 
Intelligence Agency. 


Twenty-six bullets riddled his 
blue Japanese-made sedan in 
downtown Nicosia, killing Do- 
ros Loizou, the driver, and 
wounding the driver’s wife, who 
acted as Lyssarides’ secretary. 


A police spokesman said Lys­ 
sarides dropped to the floor of 
the car when the gunmen 
opened up with submachine 
guns. He was was cut on the 
head by glass splinters. 


Lyssarides told newsmen af­ 
ter he left the hospital where he 
was treated that Loizou, the 
dead driver, had studied at 
Boston University and his wife 
is an American now living in 
Cyprus. Lyssarides’s own wife 
is American journalist Barbara 
Cornwall. 
Lyssarides is the head of the 
Cyprus Social Democratic par­ 
ty and an outspoken opponent 
of EOKA. 
“EOKA is responsible for the 
attempt on my life,” he told 
newsmen. “ Those led by the 
CIA had something to do with 
it 
The 
whole 
conspiracy 
against 
Cyprus 
has 
been 
hatched by the CIA, and by this 
I mean the coup against Maka­ 
rios and the Turkish invasion 
that followed." 
Lyssarides said four gunmen 
in a French-built car were wait­ 
ing for him at an intersection 
as he was driving to his clinic. 
He said he thought only one of 
them fired. 
“ I heard a burst of automatic 
gunfire," he said 
“ The win­ 
dows were smashed. I felt I had 
been hit. After the second 
burst, which apparently killed 
my friend (the driver) the auto­ 
mobile came to a stop.” 
Cyprus president Glafkos 
Clerides visited Lyssarides at 
Nicosia General Hospital before 
he was released and Makarios 
telephoned him from London. 
As Lyssarides walked out of 
the hospital a crowd shouted 
“ Down with the fascists. The 
(Greek military') junta will pay 
for this.” In Nicosia rumors 
spread that Turkish forces that 
invaded the island July 20 w'ere 
taking up positions for a new 
thrust. 
The assassination attempt 
marked the second political 
shooting in Cyprus in less than 
two weeks 
Gunmen firing into the cov­ 
ered windows of the U.S. Em­ 
bassy killed Ambassador Rodg­ 
er B. Davies during an anti- 
American demonstration Aug. 
19. 
At the United Nations, the 
Security Council planned to ap­ 
peal to Greece and Turkey to­ 
day for help in easing the plight 
of tens of thousands of refugees 
forced from their homes on 
Cyprus.

Haig Denies 
Ford-Nix on 
Staff Rift 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
White House chief of staff Alex­ 
ander M. Haig has denied re­ 
ports of friction between Presi­ 
dent Ford’s top staff and the 
Nixon administration holdovers 
in the White House. 
“ I don’t sense any mood to 
throw the Nixon gang out,” 
Haig said yesterday in an inter­ 
view with U PI 
“ I've been 
somewhat appalled at the rip­ 
ple of dope stories to the effect 
that there has been friction and 
a lack of cooperation during the 
transition period. It is precisely 
the opposite.” 
Haig said there has always 
been a “ cooperative spirit” be­ 
tween Nixon staffers and Ford 
staffers. 
He expressed his 
"highest regard...for the group 
j f men Ford has around him " 
There has been talk in Wash­ 
ington that some of Ford’s top 
3ides are afraid that Haig’s 
close association with Nixon 
luring the Watergate crisis 
might damage Ford’s image. 


HEMET U P I) - Anarmy of 
2,200 men and 20 planes today 
fought a $10 million, arson- 
caused blaze that has consumed 
17,500 acres of brush and tim­ 
ber in the San Bernardino Na­ 
tional Forest. 


The U.S. Forest Service pre­ 
dicted the fire would be con­ 
tained by 6 p.m tonight and 
would be brought under control 
tomorrow. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan offered 
a $500 reward for information 
leading to the arrest of the 
arsonist who set the blaze, the 
worst in California so far this 
year, Tuesday on the Soboba 
Indian Reservation. 
The fire in the San Jacinto 
Mountains about 75 miles east 
of Los Angeles drove out more 
than a thousand campers, vaca­ 
tioners and residents of the 
mountain hamlet of Pine Cove, 
which was evacuated but saved 
by helicopter-borne firefighters 
who halted the blaze three 
miles away. 
Residents were allowed to re­ 
turn yesterday. 
Heavy smoke clouds rolled 
over the posh desert resort of 
Palm Springs, 20 miles to the 
east, earlier during the blaze, 
and a powdering of light grey 
ash floated down on homes and 
the city’s many swimming 
pools. 
A wind shift cleared the skies 
over the resort Thursday but 
“ this is going to be a real boom 
to swimming pool cleaners,” 
said a resident, Tim Nugent. 
The city has thousands of 
pools, believed to be the great­ 
est concentration per capita in 
the nation. 


Fourteen tanker planes and 
five helicopters dropped liquid 
fire retardant on the blaze yes­ 
terday. 
An experimental helicopter 
equipped with night-vision de­ 
vices developed for combat use 
in Vietnam made 60 bombing 
runs during the night. 
It was one of the first uses of 
the specially equipped chopper 
against a forest fire, a Forest 
service spokesman said, “ and it 


was a real success, it made a 
real difference holding back the 
flames during the night ” 
The fire burned around a .34- 
mile perimeter, 70 per cent of 
which had been surrounded 
with fire lines by this morning 
The Forest Service said the 
cost would be “ close to $10 
million,” including $3.5 million 
worth of timber destroyed and 
$1.5 million in firefighting ex­ 
penses.

The bridge district’s trans­ 
portation committee, which de­ 
bated the m atter for almost two 
hours, scheduled another look 
at it at 10 a.m. nex t Thursday , 
again in toll plaza offices. This 
is the same morning classes 
start at Redwood High School. 
T am alpais and Sir Francis 
Drake high schools start Sept. 
10. 
The county ’s transit district 
board also will take up the 
issue at 8 :30 a.m. Tuesday in 
the superv isors chambers in the 
Marin Civic Center. 
The dispute was triggered 
last March when the county 
transit board voted unanimous­ 
ly to protest the bridge dis­ 
trict's $40,000 bill for the bus 
serv ice. The protest, howev er, 
was made only to the bridge 
district, and no attem pt was 
made to notify the high school 
district. 
The assistant general manag­ 
er of the county transit district, 
Robert Harrison, said the pro­ 
test had “no official connection 
with the Tam district." He con­ 
ceded to the Lndependent-Jour- 
nal, 
however, that it would 
hav e been “helpful” if his office 
had at least sent the high school 
district a carbon of his board’s 
protest to the bridge district. 
As a result of the failure to do 
so, the high school district 
learned of the problem only last 
week. 
Bette Wallace, chairman of 
the high school district board of 
trustees, said the Bolinas-Stin- 
son School District had offered 
a bus to carry the students 
back to West Marin at 3 p.m., 
but no way has been found to 
get them to school. Sy nanon 
will be asked to help, she said. 
An audience of about 30 per­ 
sons, many of them West Marin 
parents, attended the session. 
Their spokesman, Max Crosley 
of Bolinas, said they had no 
other way to get the students to 
school. 
Mrs. Wallace suggested the 
bridge district directors “ may 
be indifferent to the transporta­ 
tion needs and concerns of Ma­ 
rin citizens, unless they can 
move them to San Francisco 
with our tax dollars.” Pointing 
to increasingly tight state con­ 
trols on school spending, she 
said that “ if we help pay for 
one $26,000 bus driv er we may 
hav e to fire two $15,000 high 
school teachers." (District driv ­ 
ers av erage about $23.000 a 
y ear with ov ertime and fringe 
benefits.) 
The cost of transporting the 
West Mann students, she said, 
was consuming 20 per cent of 
the money av ailable for their 
education. Mrs. Wallace pre­ 
dicted that all school districts 
in the county will be “ in the 
same sinking boat” within five 
y ears.

W ASHINGTO N (U PI) - With 
the Ford administration near­ 
ing a decision on what to do 
about war resisters, an antiwar 
group presented a petition to 
the White House today asking 
“ universal and unconditional 
am nesty” for deserters and 
draft evaders. 


It appeared, 
however, that 
the plan to be presented to 
President 
Ford tomorrow by 
Attorney General William 
B 
Saxbe and Defense Secretary 
Jam es 
R. 
Schlesinger would 
fall short of blanket forgive­ 
ness. 
“ We have a pretty definite 
plan,” Saxbe said after meeting 
for more than an hour yester­ 
day with Schlesinger “ We nar­ 
rowed 
it down somewhat to­ 
day.”

House spokesman 
said today both Saxbe and 
Schlesinger will meet with Ford 
tomorrow morning.

Marrs, a special assistant to 
Ford, outside a White House 


gate by Rev. Eugene Carson 
Blake, former president of the 
World Council of Churches. 
Ford was in Columbus, Ohio, at 
the time, but a White House 
official said the petition would 
be brought to the President's 
attention. 


Don Luce, executive director 
of Clergy and Laity Concerned, 
a national interfaith religious 
organization 
based 
in New 
Vork, 
said 
the petition con­ 
tained about 52,000 signatures. 
It asked for blanket amnesty 
for war resisters plus leniency 
for ex-servicemen with dishon­ 
orable discharges so they could 
become eligible for veterans 
benefits. 
The petition marked the sec­ 
ond major lobbying effort in 
two days for blanket amnesty. 
Yesterday a group of parents of 
war resisters were in Washing­ 
ton to ask that no conditions be 
applied. 
Ten of them met with Martin 
Hoffman, the Pentagon's gener­ 
al counsel. He was quoted by a 
lawver for the relatives as say­

Earlier in the day, Saxbe said 
any

“ As a result, I don't think we 
are going to see a great many 
of them coming back under any 
amnesty programs even though

They 
are not going to be welcomed 
back as heroes and this is very 
disappointing to them.” 


“ The nation will continue to 
be divided for years to come” 
unless the fugitives are granted 
blanket amnesty, said Wilbur 
Bowles, a World W’ar II veteran. 


“ I think the boys have had a 
lot more suffering than Richard 
Nixon did,” said Mrs. Virginia

A Hard Look At 
Health Services 


By JE F F 
Charges that Marin County 
may have lost up to $560,000 in 
state and federal funds because 
the county is leaving mental 
health staff slots unfilled and 
because state and federal agen­ 
cies think badly of Marin’s 
mental health administration 
and financial policies, have 
been made by a Marin fiscal 
specialist. 
Frank E. 
Bigley of Corte 
Madera — acting as a private 
citizen rather than as that 
town’s finance officer — had 
written the board of supervisors 
about his findings on the woes 
of mental health. 
Bigley told the Independent- 
Journal yesterday that he 
cleared his letter with the Ma­ 
rin County Mental Health Asso­ 
ciation and with Dr. Robert L. 
Taylor, 
community 
mental 
health program chief before 
sending it to the board. 
The letter was a follow-up of 
claims Bigley first made July 
30 at a supervisors’ hearing. 
The crowded, lengthy hearing 
was only the latest of many 
debates by the board over re­ 
organizing the county's mental 
health administration. 
The supervisors vetoed reor­ 
ganization by a 3-to-2 vote, but 
county administrator John F. 
Barrows asked Bigley to sub­ 
stantiate his claims. 
Bigley’s reply stresses three 
points: 
1. That during fiscal 1973-74, 
nine full-time and three part- 
time mental health jobs went 
unfilled for periods of two 
months to a full year. Salary 
and benefit pay budgeted for 
the jobs totaled $103,780, Bigley 
reported. Marin would have 
been eligible for state and fed­ 
eral reimbursement of 90 per 
cent on the outlay and citizens 
would have received more men­ 
tal health service, Bigley said. 
2. That the state Department 
of Health refused to approve 
Short-Doyle/Medi-Cal grants for 
the Psychiatric Day Center and 
Marin Lodge, two private men­ 
tal health facilities, because

Marin supposedly cannot ad­ 
minister the programs prop­ 
erly. Bigley said the state did 
allocate $56,000 to Marin for 
other programs, mainly chil­ 
dren’s mental health services, 
during the year, but the county 
never claimed $43,000 of the 
grants because the programs 
couldn’t be set in motion 
through administrative difficul­ 
ties. 
3. That the federal Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare on Aug. 2 turned down 
a requested grant of $420,260 for 
new or expanded mental health 
services in Marin because fed­ 
eral officials reported “ the re­ 
view committee expressed con­ 
cern over unsettled issues 
relative to organizational and 
administrative structures” of 
both the community mental 
health center “ and the overall 
place of mental health services 
in the county health and human 
services agency.” 
Bigley backed up his report 
with copies of several state and 
federal letters criticizing Ma­ 
rin. 
One letter written May 29 by 
James Allen, assistant coordi­ 
nator of the state medical as­ 
sistance division, noted that 
Short-Doyle/Medi-Cal approval 
was denied to the county’s ap­ 
plication for Marin Lodge be­ 
cause the state believed it 
would only add to the problems 
the state already had with Ma­ 
rin until the county “ stabilizes” 
and “ is willing and able in a 
timely manner” to pay mental 
health contractors for their 
services.

Israel’s prosecutor announced 
today he would order an indict­ 
ment handed up against Arch­ 
bishop Hilarion Capucci, a 
Christian prelate arrested on 
charges of smuggling weapons 
to Arab guerrillas. 
Prosecutor Gabriel Bach said 
he received Capucci’s file 
Wednesday and would hand up 
the indictment to Jerusalem 
District Court. He declined to 
comment on what charges 
would be brought against Ca­ 
pucci. 


In Nablus, on the Israeli oc­ 
cupied banks of the Jordan 
river, an Arab hurled a grenade 
at a passing police car. There 
was no damage or major inju­ 
ries reported. 
In Damascus, President Haf­ 
ez Assad has ordered premier 
Mahmoud Ayyoubi to reshuffle 
his cabinet. The move comes 
two weeks after a similar re­ 
shuffle of the Syrian .Army high 
command. 
Police arrested the Syrian- 
born Capucci, 52, on Aug. 18, 
several days after a weapons 


cache was found in his limou­ 
sine at the Israeli-Lebanese 
frontier. Capucci is an arch­ 
bishop of the Mellate church. 


They said the weapons were 
brought from Beirut and intend­ 
ed for guerrillas operating in 
Israeli-occupied territories. 
The court ordered Capucci to 
serve 15 days in jail to permit 
an investigation. The 15 days 
expires Sunday but can be re­ 
newed by law for another 15 
days. 


“ It's a question of a few 
days,” Bach said of the forth­ 
coming indictment. “ We are 
studying his file, and it's very 
likely this will happen." 


Bach's statement apparently 
ruled out the possibility that 
Israel would release Capucci to 
church authorities or immedi­ 
ately deport him. Capucci has 
been in East Jerusalem, cap­ 
tured from Jordan in 1967, since 
1965. 
Police Minister Shlomo Hillel 


said Capucci “ acted against the 
church and, therefore, he will 
be judged in an Israeli court 
and punished accordingly if he 
is found guilty. 


Bach said the cabinet would 
not intervene in the case. “ It's 
a question for the legal authori­ 
ties," he said. “ Nothing has 
been discussed about deporta­ 
tion." 
A suspected Arab guerrilla 
hurled a grenade at a passing 
police vehicle, causing neither 
casualties nor damage, police 
said. They said they detained 
several suspects for question­ 
ing

ATLANTA (UPD - William 
A. H. Williams was sentenced 
to 40 years in federal prison 
today for extorting $700,000 ran­ 
som in the kidnaping of Atlanta 
Constitution editor Reg Mur- 
phy. 


U.S. District Judge William 
C. O'Kelley imposed the maxi­ 
mum of 20 years for extortion 
and added two additional terms 
of 10 years each for using the 
mails to transmit a ransom 
demand and for using a gun in 
commission of a felony. 


William s, a subcontractor 
from nearby LiJbum, Ga , con­ 
fessed kidnaping Murphy last 
Feb. 23. The newspaper editor 
was released unharmed after a 
49-hour ordeal which ended 
with payment of the ransom. 


Often sobbing before sentence 
was imposed. Williams said in 
a 30-minute statement that he 
considered himself a political 
prisoner whose martyrdom 
would draw attention to politi­ 
cal corruption. 


Williams told Murphy at the 
time of the abduction that he 
was kidnaping him to focus 
attention on what he felt were 
liberal leanings of the news 
media. 
“ I go out the door with my 
head high with the realization 
that what I've done in my 
opinion —bizarre as it may 
have been —was the only thing 
I could do.” he said today. 
“ I've given no quarter and 
I ’ve asked no quarter. I bid 
farewell to my wife and chil­ 
dren but I ask no mercy.” 
Murphy and his wife were in 
the courtroom as the sentence 
was imposed. 
O'Kelley recommended but 
did not order that the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons give Wil­ 
liams a psychiatric examina­ 
tion. 
Williams' wife Betty Ruth, 
who was charged writh knowing 
about her husband’s crime and 
not reporting it, was expected 
to enter a plea in the case later 
todav. 


Canada Se e k s Re turn Of 
De s e rte r He ld By U.S. 


OTTAWA (UPI) - Canada 
has formally requested the 
United States to return a U.S. 
Army deserter living in British 
Columbia allegedly arrested on 
Canadian soil and taken into 
the United States by force. 


A Canadian government 
spokesman said last night U.S. 
Customs officials had admitted 
they arrested Ronald Anderson, 
31, last Saturday “ a few yards" 
into Canada at a border cross­ 
ing. 


They said Anderson was 
crossing into the United States 
to visit his family when a cus­ 
toms check disclosed he was a 
deserter. He broke away and 
sprinted back to the Canadian 
side of the line, but customs 
officials pursued him and ar­ 
rested him. 
“ We have requested his re­ 
turn and the ball is now in their 
court,” the Canadian spokes­ 
man said. 
The State Department had no 
immediate response. 
Anderson, who has the status 
of a landed immigrant in Cana­ 
da, was being held in the sto ck­ 
ade at Fort Lewis, Wash. He 
has been listed a s absent with­ 
o ut lea v e since No v . 18, 19 68 
when he left the Army beca use 
o f his o ppo sitio n to the U.S. 
inv o lv ement in Vietna m. 
Anderso n, his wife, Ma rio n, 
a nd their 10-mo nth-o ld so n were 
o n their wa y into Wa shing to n 
Sta te when a custo ms o fficer 
ma de a license check o n their 
car. 
A check by a Na tio na l Crime 
Info rma tio n Center co mputer 
identified Anderso n as a desert­ 
er. 
Anderso n's mo ther, Mrs. Bet­ 
ty Peterso n, Po ulsbo , Wa sh , 


said she believes her telephone 
may have been tapped when 
her son called her last week to 
say he was coming down for a 
visit. 


“ He had made at least a half 
dozen trips down here since he 
left the Army unit at Ft. Lew­ 
is," she said. “ He was never 
hassled at the border any of 
those times although I always 
feared something like this 
might happen.”

Final Erhlichman Delay Try 


WASHINGTON ( UPI) _ John 
D. Ehrlichman has lined up a 
st ar def ense wit ness —f ormer 
President Nixon —but is st ill 
bat t ling t o st all t he Wat ergat e 
cover-up t rial unt il next year 
while publicit y over Nixon’ s 
resignat ion dies down. 
Apparent ly undaunt ed by ear­ 
lier rebuf f s f rom t wo f ederal 
court s and f rom t he chief j us­ 
t ice himself , Ehrlichman’ s law­ 
yers yest erday f iled a last -<iit ch 
emergency appeal seeking t o 
keep t he case f rom going t o 
t rial Sept . 30 as scheduled. 
The petition, directed to Su­ 
preme Court Justice William 0. 
Douglas, was filed within hours 
after federal marshals served 
an. Ehrlichman subpoena on 
Nikon at San Clemente, Calif., 
commanding him to testify. 
The only way Nixon could 
now avoid appearing at the 
trial of Ehrlichman and five 
other former aides would be to 
persuade Judge John J. Sirica 
to quash the subpoena. Some 
sources close to the case be­ 
lieve he could do so only if he 
states that he would claim Fifth 
Amendment protection against 


Population 
Guidelines 
Laid Down 


BUCHAREST (UPI) - The 
World Population Conference 
today approved a plan of action 
laying down the first interna­ 
tional guidelines for limiting 
the earth's population. 


The plan called for a reduc­ 
tion in world birth rates by 
1985. It also asked countries to 
provide family planning infor­ 
mation and services to all who 
want 
them 
and 
promised 
greater assistance to poorer 
countries. 


The plan, adopted at the final 
session of the U.N.-sponsored 
conference, also guaranteed the 
equality and status of women. 


Delegates to the 149-nation 
talks said approval of the plan 
was a formality because no 
block of countries could com­ 
mand the two thirds majority 
needed to change the text of the 
statement drawn up by a work­ 
ing group in the past eight 
days. 
Parker Mauldin, an Ameri­ 
can population expert, said the 
document reflected a Third 
World backlash against West­ 
ern predictions of overpopula­ 
tion doom 
He said, however, the talks 
would likely increase requests 
from developing nations inter­ 
ested in keeping their popula­ 
tion growth under control. 
Politicians at the conference 
hailed the document as an im­ 
portant first step, but popula­ 
tion experts said the plan was 
too limited and short-sighted 
"It will be said that this 
conference met on the eve of 
the greatest famine in the 
world and this conference did 
not recognize this,” French 
agronomist Rene Dumont said. 
.The head of the U.S. delega­ 
tion, Caspar W. Weinberger, 
secretary of healh, education 
and welfare, said the plan was 
strengthened by an American 
move to incorporate a section 
on the status of women. 
Anthropologist M argaret 
Mead said, however, the docu­ 
ment was full of ‘‘compromises, 
euphemisms and circumlocuto­ 
ry arrangements” and “ women 
are hardly in there at all.” 
U.N. population specialist 
Leon Tabah complained that all 
concrete targets in the original 
text had been replaced by 
vague statements about a ‘‘new- 
international economic order.” 
Delegates described the final 
version as a victory for Third 
World nations in favor of rais­ 
ing living standards through 
economic development rather 
than population control.

Siri­ 
ca rejected pleas from Ehrlich­ 
man and three other defendants 
to stall it until next year, and 
the U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals for the District of Colum­ 
bia likewise refused to order a 
lengthy delay. 
But the appeals court did 
“ suggest” a brief postponement 
and Sirica consented. Ehrlich­ 
man then appealed to Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger, but 
Burger Wednesday refused to 
tamper with the new trial date. 
Ehrlichman turned finally to 
Douglas, who has supervisory 
control over federal courts in 
Ehrlichm an’s home state of 


Washington. The appeal appar­ 
ently was an attempt to have 
Douglas refer the issue to the 
entire nine-man court, now in 
recess until Oct. I. Should Doug­ 
las do so, it would have the 
effect of stalling the trial at 
least until late October. 
Douglas was vacationing at 
his retreat in Goose Prairie, 
Wash. A decision was expected 
in a few days. 
There were these other devel­ 
opments: 
Nixon also was served with a 
subpoena to make a sworn

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Exhibit At County Fair 


Reflects Many Thoughts 


By ADA GARFINKEL 
Art relates to life and reflects in C hester 
its many vagaries. Nowhere is 
this more evident than in the 
paintings, drawings and prints 
in the Mann County Fair Art 
Show m the Veterans Memorial 
Building. The exhibit will con­ 
tinue through Monday. 
Works that are garish, violent 
and crude hang alongside oth­ 
ers which are poetic, whimsi­ 
cal, primitive, nostalgic and 
surreal 
But how can we account for 
those best described as “ my 6- 
year-old-lad can do better ’ We 
can only note that the jurors 
"liked them ,” considered them 
“honest” and “ cute.” 
Contrasted with the simplistic 
naivete of these and their cas­ 
ual, anti-art manner of execu­ 
tion and framing, are many 
m arvels of m eticulously-de­ 
tailed precision. One example is 
Elise Leptich’s “ The Exulting,” 
an oil painting with the look of 
needlepoint. .Another is Wdliam 
Campbell’s huge horizontal ink 
drawing “Welcome to Wildal- 
tercaland,” with its explosive 
“comic book” imagery 
Precision is also evident in 
Felice Shatz’ “The Guardian,” 
a watercolor and acrylic work 
which reproduces the fur of a 
mother leopard and her cub 
with startling realism 
Nostalgic realism is evident 
in Wally Hedrick’s large oil 
titled “ H eidelberg E lectric 
Belt” in which he reproduces 
word-for-word, the text and il­ 
lustrations from a page of 
a n 
old mail-order catalog. 
Another kind of reality is 
inherent in Jam es Dowlen s 
“ Breadline,” an enlarged fac­ 
simile of a dollar bill framed as 
a memento, and in C M. Gurfi- 
sen’s painting of five bound 
prisoners. 
Other realities are seen in the 
strange vision of Birgitta Sven- 
son’s painting “ From Dust to 
Dust;” m Gregg Cassel’s unti­ 
tled ink drawing of mythologi­ 
cal figures in a primal setting, 


in C hester A rnold's “ Five 
O’Clock,” a crowded nightmare 
of traffic and humans, and in 
Ray R a g le ’s “ S e lf-portra it 
XXI.” a black-and-white wood- 
cut 
e xe m plifying 
to d a y's ' 
"thinking m an." 


Especially interesting works 
include:

Law From 
Conference 


CARACAS (UPI) — Delegates 
to th e Th ird United Nations Sea 
Law conference h eaded h ome 
today, disappointed at th e slow 
pace of treaty negotiations gov­ 
erning th e world’s oceans. 
Conference president Hamil­ 
ton S. Amerasingh e, optimistic 
during th e early stages of th e 
148-nation gath ering, said it ap­ 
peared doubtful if th e 17th Cen­ 
tury sea code would be re­ 
placed before 19 76. 
After a seven-montb recess, 
th e conference will reconvene 
in Geneva March 17 for six 
weeks. Th en, according to a 
program approved earlier th is 
week, th e conference will sh ift 
back to Venezuela for a th ree 
week meeting. 
“I am convinced, given th e 
best will in th e world, it will be 
ph ysically impossible for us to 
finish th e drafting of th e treaty 
by th e end of th e spring session 
in 19 75," th e Ceylon delegate 
told a press conference after 
yesterday’s closing. 
Peru’s Alfonso Arias Sch rei- 
ber said th e final treaty migh t 
be two years away. 
Arias said h e th ough t more 
progress would h ave been made 
if th e major powers h ad react­ 
ed more favorably on th e devel­ 
oping countries requests for a 
200-mile sea. 
Th e session ended in a dead­ 
lock between th e industrialized 
nations and th e poorer, develop­ 
ing ones on four key issues: 
territorial sea limits, deep sea 
mining, pollution control and 
passage of sh ips th rough th e 
world’s straits. 
“ We certainly didn’t come to 
Caracas expecting to go back 
with a signed treaty," said Tan­ 
zania’s J.S. Warioba.

United Mine Workers and th e 
Eastover Mining Co. reach ed 
agreement early yesterday to 
end a violence-ridden, 13-month 
strike in Harlan County, Ken­ 
tucky, during wh ich one miner 
died of gunsh ot wounds.

SOFIA, Bulgaria TAP) - Th e 
forequarters of a solid gold 
statue of Pegasus, th e flying 
h orse of myth ology, was dug up 
recently in B ulgaria, “ Sofia 
News” reported h ere. 
Th e report said th e statue 
weigh ted 417 grams 15 ounces 
and “was a unique find for 
Bulgaria.”

Euthanasia Can Occur In Many 
Different Death Situations 


J im was a wonderful and kind man who 
committed suicide recently for a most un­ 
usual reason. He had suspected that he had 
cancer, but by the time he consulted his 
phy sician, it was too late. His doctor gav e 
him six months to liv e. He was v ery close to 
his two sisters, and they did ev ery thing 
possible to keep him cheerful. 
One week before he took his life, he gav e 
both sisters instructions concerning his af­ 
fairs. Although the meeting was quite emo­ 
tional, they had no idea that he 
----------------- 
planned to commit suicide. The 
nex t morning, his body was 
found on the bathroom floor. 
His note said: 
“ I killed the 
cancer, not my self because I 
could not bear to hav e y ou both 
go through the agony of watch­ 
ing me die . . 
Legally this is suicide, but it 
is also a form of euthanasia. It 
is distantly related to passiv e 
euthanasia, a situation in which 
the phy sician leav es a bottle of 
potent and fatal pills within 
reach of his patient.

Sax be plans to spend $3 million 
to test his belief that “ the best 
place for a criminal is in jail,” 
a J ustice Department spokes­ 
man said today . 
The Law Enforcement Assi- 
satance Administration will use 
the money for grants to help 10 
major cities to ferret out and 
speedily prosecute known crime 
“ repeaters.” The cities will be 
announced later. 
When the intensiv e inv estiga­ 
tions hav e turned up sufficient 
ev idence, prosecutors will focus 
on giv ing the defendants speedy 
trials by "leapfrogging” their 
cases ov er others backed up in 
court calendars, the spokesman 
said. 
As a 
preliminary step, he 
said. J ustice Department attor­ 
ney s looked into the question of 
whether such special treatment 
might v iolate the civ il rights of 
the defendants and concluded 
that it would not. 
Sax be spelled out his belief in 
using speedy detection and 
speedy trials instead of “ gim­ 
micks" to deter crime in a 
telev ised 
interv iew y esterday 
on the NBC-TV Today Show. 
"I think we hav e to go back 
to the old concept that society 
doesn’t cause crime, criminals 
cause crim e,” Sax be said in 
that interv iew. 
"The repeat offender is the 
one who terrorizes the city ,” 
Sax be added. 


“ The best thing we can do for 
him is to catch him, prosecute 
him, and put him in jail. Quit 
this bunk of try ing to div ert 
him for ev ery little reason y ou 
can 3nd put him back on the 
street where be commits anoth­ 
er crim e.” 


In addressing police chiefs of 
major U S. cities at a crime 
conference in Chicago last 
Tuesday Sax be said one thing is 
certain —the war on crime has 
been “ a failure of substantial 
dimension —harsh, bitter and 
dismay ing. ”

Young Suicides 
Called Epidemic 


B E R K E L E Y (UPD - Suicide 
among young Americans is in­ 
creasing by almost epidemic 
proportions and the illegal use 
of drugs is mostly to blame, a 
University of California behav­ 
ioral scientist has reported. 
And, Richard Seiden of the 
UC School of Public Health, 
said "factors such as excessive 
violence in films and television 
should not be casually dis­ 
missed." 
Seiden said that from 1945 to 


1969 an average of 4.8 out of 
every 100,000 young persons 
took their lives. But, he said, 
from 1970 to 1972 the rate 
jumped 92 per cent — to 9.2 out 
of every 100,000 persons. 
He said the current trend was j 
part of "a tragic and unchecked 
epidemic of violent deaths."

C B S ’ "60 M in u te s" and 
N B C 's ‘‘Nightly News." 
Enders has a problem. He 
must present a dignified show 
that is also entertaining.

Mexicali Valley Suffers Under 
Hot Sun, Colorado River Salt 


M E X IC A L I, Mexico (AP) - 
The Mexicali Valley is a hot, 
dusty place where only snakes 
and other desert creatures can 
survive without water brought 
in by canal from the Colorado 
River. 
It takes a hardy person to 
withstand fhe frequent 130-de- 
grec temperatures, sw irling 
dust and winds coming off the 
Sonora 
Desert 
that kick up 
stinging sand and leave lips dry 
and cracked. 
Juan Virreal, 44, is one of 
perhaps 200,000 peasants living 
in the triangular-shaped valley 
whose base hugs the California 
border and whose apex to the 
south touches the Gulf of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Virreal leaned against a tree, 
closed his eyes against the daz­ 
zling brightness of the sun and 
wondered if he could wait three 
or four more years for the 
wonderful fruit of diplomacy to 
blossom. 
The United States has agreed 
to build a $67-miIlion desalting 
plant in Arizona to prevent U.S. 
salt contamination of the Colo­ 
rado m e r from further injuring 
Mexicali Valley fields and pas­ 
tures. 
The plant will not be finished 
at least until 1980. The United 
States, 
in 
(he meantime, 
is 
sending low salinity water to 
the Mexicali Valley from U.S. 
water storage areas. 
But Mexican authorities say 
it will be at least three or four 
years before good water will be 
able to cleanse the valley of the 
salt, which is visible up to six 
inches deep in the earth. 
“Three or four years is a long 
time to wait when your belly is 
rum bling from hunger and 
you’re having to borrow' money 
from the bank just to buy the 
family .some beans,” Virreal 


said 
“What can we do but wait. 
Sometimes the families here 
eat only one meal a day. We 
were not poor before the salt 
came. We ate three good meals 
a day. Now the children some­ 
times cry because there is not 
enough to eat. 
" If it were not for the govern­ 
ment banks we would be fin­ 
ished. They at least loan us 
money for seeds and to buy 
beans and tortillas to keep us 
alive." 
Virreal, like most of the other 
farmers in the Mexicali Valley, 
lives on a government-awarded 
collective farm, called an ejido, 
on which each family uses up to 
44 acres. 
Government officials and 
businessmen say the Mexicali 
Valley’s farmers once did well 
by Mexican standards. 
"It wasn’t unusual for a fami­ 
ly to make more than $8,000 a 
year and to buy a new car 
every four or five years," said 
one official 
"M a n y of them 
would have refrigerators and 
television, but now they owe a 
lot of money to the banks and 
can't even get money to put a 
new roof on fhe house." 
Government officials say that 
insects and poor prices for 
crops have also meant econom­ 
ic hardship to the valley’s 
farmers. 
The salt problem began in 


196! when crops started failing, 
officials say. The neat rows of 
cotton were interrupted by 
grayish areas where nothing 
would grow. The barren spots 
grew larger the next year, and 
the cotton did not grow as tall 
as before. 
Government chemists were 
called in to test the soil. They 
found a high concentration of 
salt. 


Tests of the water in the 
canals coming from the Colo­ 
rado River showed salinity had 
increased from the normal 850 
parts per million to about 3,000 
parts per million. Sea water is 
about 35,000 parts per million. 


The United States was draw­ 
ing water from the Colorado 
River to wash salt from the 
W e llto n -M o haw k V a lle y in 
southern Arizona 
The highly 
saline drainoff was being re­ 
turned to the Colorado just be­ 
fore it crossed into Mexico. 


The salt was swept into the 
Mexicali Valley’s canals and 
spread over the valley’s fields. 
The United States responded 
to 
initial 
complaints bv the 
Mexicans by saying that there 
was no real proof that salinity 
had increased. 


The 
United 
States 
also 
claimed that poor farm ing 
practices by the Mexicans — 
slash and burn tactics, overuse 
of the land — were hurting the 
farmer’s incomes more than 
anything.

A Joint Effort To 


Tell Light Hazard 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal judge, a government 
commission, a manufacturer 
and a number of distributors 
joined today in a novel effort to 
warn the public against a 
household light that can give 
potentially fatal electric shocks. 


The warning was being made 
in a news conference —with a 
visual demonstration for televi­ 
sion — ordered yesterday by 
Chief Judge George L. Hart Jr. 
of the U.S. District Court. 


Hart authorized a statement 
in his name pointing out the 
“ extraordinary hazard" in­ 
volved and personally called 
the news vice presidents of the 
three networks as well as news 
directors in Washington bu­ 
reaus to request publicity for 
the problem. 


In so doing he deferred action 
on a request from the Consum­ 
er Product Safety Commission 
that the distributors be forced 
to ouy time on network televi­ 
sion and in most of the nation's 
newspapers to run ads outlining 
the hazard 
Hart told a court hearing 
yesterday that that approach 
might take too much time. He 


recessed the case until next 
Tuesday to determine if today’s 
publicity effort will be suffi­ 
cient. 
The commission's lawyers 
told Hart that previous tries at 
publicity by the defendants — 
A.K. Electronics of Brooklyn, 
the manufacturer, and scores of 
retailers —resulted in only spot­ 
ty coverage. 
The public relations firm 
hired by those involved claimed 
there had been virtual satura­ 
tion coverage. 
At one point during the hear­ 
ing Hart held one of the lights 
up and called it a “ death trap.” 
An estimated 186,000 of the 
lights are on the market or 
already sold, and anyone who 
has one should return it to the 
store where it was bought. 
The light retailed for about 
$1.50 and was sold nationwide 
by such stores as E.J. Korvette, 
Woolco, Zayre and J.J. Newber­ 
ry before a previous court or­ 
der from Hart halted all sales. 
It has a soft plastic handle 
which when grasped firmly al­ 
lows the user’s fingers to come 
into contact with live wires. 
One fatality has been associat­ 
ed with it.

THIS FISHERY sub sequently 
collapsed along with other com­ 
mercial and sport ab aione and 
sport crab fisheries throughout 
the range of the otter b ecause 
of continued otter foraging. 
The recommended range was 
selected b ecause it prime sea 
otter hab itat — b road, shallow 
b ottom 
areas with ex tensive 
kelp b eds and a rugged shore­ 
line with coves, points and 
projecting rocks and reefs. The 
water quality is good, and there 
are areas of protection for the 
ottter during storms. This area 
also has little b oat traffic, a 
major cause of otter deaths in 
the northern part of the range. 
As part of the management 
plan, the Fish and Game will 
evaluate areas outside of the 
recommended range as reloca­ 
tion sites. 


HIGHEST priority will b e 
given to the réintroduction of 
sea otter onto their original 
range, second priority to their 
placement with educational and 
scientific institutions for study 
and last priority to placement 
for pub lic display. 
The proposed first year b udg­ 
et for implementing the recom­ 
mendations lists elements of 
law enforcement, containment 
and research, and pub lic infor­ 
mation. Marine wardens would

form er chairm an of 
Union Carb ide Corp., U.S. am ­ 
b assador to West G erm any , and 
a top State and Defense depart­ 
m ent official, joined the White 
Hou se staff in the final months 
of the Nix on adm inistration as 
coordinator of economic policy . 
He continu es to hold that as­ 
sig nm ent for Ford. 
On another economic topic, 
Ford s press secretary J. F. 
terH orst told reporters y ester­ 
day that talk of a tax increase 
this y ear w as “ v ery u nrealis­ 
tic .”

A. The annual contributions 
for self-employed people —as 
well as the dividends and capi­ 
tal gains received on the invest­ 
ments — are accumulated free 
of tax until they are distributed 
at retirement. You enter your 
Keogh contributions as a busi­ 
ness deduction from gross in­ 
come. Assume a $2,500 contri­ 
bution, if you are in a 39 per 
cent tax bracket the actual cost 
to you is only $1,525. One of the 
biggest attractions of Keogh is 
dollar averaging, with a com­ 
pounding of dividends and capi­ 
tal gains tax-free.

A new pension reform bill has 


been under active consideration 
in Congress and latest reports 
are that it is nearing enact­ 
ment, probably this month.

Q. I have some shares of 
McCulloch Oil (ASE).

Sa n Ra fa ei residents a re ta k­ 
ing g rea ter ca re to lo ck their 
do o rs beca use o f the bruta l 
sla y ing o f Lucy Ann Gilbride, 
wife o f the hea d co unselo r o f 
Terra Linda Hig h Scho o l, in her 
ho me o n Tuesda y . 
Such a crime inev ita bly pro ­ 
duces a n a tmo sphere o f fea r, 
mo st ma rkedly in the neig hbo r­ 
ho o d where it o ccurs a nd to 
lessening deg ree thro ug ho ut the 
city a nd its surro unding s. 
It serv es to remind us, fa r 
mo re fo rcefully tha n the ho me 
burg la ries which ha v e beco me 
so co mmo n, tha t we liv e in a n 
unsa fe so ciety — unsa fe ev en in 
o ur o wn ho mes, unless the 
do o rs a nd windo ws a re firmly 
secured. 


THERE HAVE a lwa y s been 
such crimes. But, until recent­ 
ly , their o ccurrence wa s so 
ra re tha t in co mmunities such 
a s Sa n Ra fa el, little tho ug ht 
wa s g iv en to them.

Size Of Mill Valley Reserve 
Fund Raises Some Eyebrows 


Before getting nervous over 
the fact that bids for building 
the new Mill Valley public safe­ 
ty complex were higher than 
expected, residents should note 
that by the end of fiscal 1975 the 
city will have reserves of about 
$1.5 million. 
In this civic savings account, 
more than $800,000 will be in 
the general fund and could be 
used for almost anything the 
city council wants. 
City Mgr. Ronald L. Usher 
noted that the reserves “ are 
extremely healthy related to 
the total city budget” of $3 
million. 
Usher, who came to the city 
last January, said that most of 
the responsibility for the re­ 
serves’ size belongs to his 
predecessor. William Cunningh­ 
am. who apparently was skillful 
at salting away funds for the 
city. 
Even some councilmen ex­ 
pressed surprise to find out how 
big the reserve was when Usher 
prepared 
the 
budget 
this 
spring. 


IN’ VIEW’ of the size of the 
reserve, one might ask, why 
should the city worry about the 
extra $300,000 needed for the 
public safety building? Why 
can’t the money come out of 
general fund reserves — still 


leaving $.500,000 for emergen­ 
cies? 
At a meeting last week, the 
council noted that it probably 
will have to do just that. But 
the council also seems intent on 
putting the money used back in 
the reserve fund by making the 
tax rate a little higher than is 
needed for the rest of the budg­ 
et. A tax rate of $2.75 per $100 
assessed valuation was set — 
five cents higher than originally 
was estimated as needed. 
The idea is, the council said 
at the time, to replace what’s 
taken out of the reserve fund 
for the public safety building in 
small amounts over the next 
several years. The extra nickel 
will bring the city an added 
$31,000 this year. 


GRANTED A CITY always 
needs reserves handy for emer­ 
gencies. But why is $800,000 to 
$1 million in a general fund 
needed for in a city the size of 
Mill Valley? Has the council got 
some other space purchases in 
mind, for example? 
Before voters approve any 
more bond issues in Mill Val­ 
ley. they might insist on finding 
out how much the city actually 
needs in reserves. Can’t special 
purchases sometimes be funded 
out of a city’s nest egg instead 
of our of additional taxation? 


Seoul's New Subway 


Eases Traffic Jams 


SEOUL (UPI) — The tracks 
run less than six miles, but the 
new Seoul subway eased some 
traffic jams for the city’s six 
million residents.

Malfunction 
Cuts Short 
Plane Flight 


EDWARDS AFB, Calif. (UPI) 
— The experimental X24B, a 
delta-shaped aircraft, made its 
• 15th flight yesterday but an 
engine malfunction kept it from 
its planned maximum speed of 
1.100 miles an hour. ' 
With the regular pilot. John 
A Manke, at the controls, the 
rocket-powered aircraft was 
launched from a B52 bomber at 
an elevation of 45,000 near Lan­ 
caster. With all four chambers 
of the rocket engine ignited, 
Manke took the X24B to a peak 
altitude of 73,500 feet and a 
speed of 760 m p.h., or mach 
1.15, before a malfunction shut 
the engine down prematurely. 


Manke maneuvered the X24B 
to a glide landing on a dry lake 
bed at the Flight Research Cen­ 
ter of the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. 
The flight lasted seven min­ 
utes and 48 seconds. 
The X24B is the latest in a 
series of small rocket-powered 
experimental aircraft that is 
being flown to demonstrate 
man’s ability to maneuver and 
safely land vehicles with shapes 
that have been designed solely 
for re-entry from space flights. 
It is a possible forerunner of 
future manned aircraft that 
would be able to cruise at 
hypersonic speeds. 


Solar Energy To 
Heat Big Pool 


■ LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
County supervisors have au­ 
thorized the experimental use 
of solar energy to heat the 
180,000-gallon Salazar swim­ 
ming pool in East Los AngeJcs. 
Supervisor James Hayes, the 
county’s energy chairman, said 
the plan was an extension of a 
test which involved the use of 
solar energy at a small pool at 
the county mechanical head­ 
quarters. 
The test involved solar ener­ 
gy panels which are placed on 
the rooftop of the building, and 
the heat absorbed in them used 
to warm a small test pool. 
Hayes voiced hope that all of 
the county’s 35 pools could be 
heated by the sun some day, 
and eventually an entire build­ 
ing powered by solar energy.

Subway construction began 
with a ground breaking ceremo­ 
ny on April 12, 1971.

“ Shuttling 120 times a day 
between the terminals, the sub- 
wav is expected to take care of 
some 560,000 persons daily, 
about 23 per cent of Seoul’s 
traffic volume,” he says. 
The subways start running at 
4 30 a m. and stop at 11:30 p.m. 
During morning and afternoon 
rush hours, trains run at five- 
minute intervals. During the 
rest of the day they operate 
every 7.5 minutes. 
Kim is proud that the subway 
system was planned and com­ 
pleted by an all-Korean techni­ 
cal staff without participation 
of foreign engineers. 
“ We were at a loss when we 
had the plan before us for the 
first time,” he said. “ Where 
there was a will there was a 
way. We threw in all our pas­ 
sion. We inspected subway sys­ 
tems in other countries and now 
feel that we are experts.” 
Each subway train has six 
cars with a total capacity of 
2,000 passengers and runs at 
top speeds of 43.5 miles per 
hour. 
The fare ranges from $0.07 to 
$0.20 in Seoul proper, but trav­ 
elers on connecting electric 
train routes pay according to 
the distance.

River. 


The exact terms of the lease 
were not announced.

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Nixon Asks $24 0,000 For Office 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Former President Richard M. 
Nixon has asked for $244,000 to 
set up his office in San Clem­ 
ente, Calif, and the government 
has okayed the request subject 
to a congressional appropria­ 
tion, the White House said yes­ 
terday. 
The $244,000 request was part 
of an $850,000 fund which Presi­ 
dent Ford asked Congress to 
appropriate for “ presidential 
transition expenses and allow­ 
ances for former Presidents.” 
The General Services Admin­ 
istration, which serves as the 
government’s 
housekeeping 
agency, negotiated the $244,000 
with Nixon and submitted it to 
Ford, White House press aide 
John Carlson said. 
He said the figure was 
“ roughly the same” as the 
amount provided former Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson to set 
up an office in Texas after his 
term expired. 
Johnson’s is the only presi­ 
dent since the law which au­ 
thorized such expenditures not 
enacted until 1963. 
Ford requested $450,000 to be 
available from Aug. 9, when 


Nixon left office, until the cur­ 
rent fiscal year ends next June 
30, for transition expenses. 
Another $400,000 would be al­ 
located under separate legisla­ 
tion to cover Nixon’s pension, 
his office staff, travel and fur­ 
nishings for his office, Carlson 
said. 
He said that $400,000 breaks 
down this way: $96,000 to pay 
his staff, $60,000 for Nixon’s 
pension, $40,000 for travel, $5,- 
000 for office supplies, $65,000 
for furnishings, $21,000 for com­ 
munications, $10,000 for print­ 
ing and $100,000 for miscella­ 
neous expenses. 
Carlson said Nixon would be 
within the law if he used some 
of $96,000 for staff to pay his 
lawyers but he may not pay 
additional legal fees out of the 
$100,000 miscellaneous fund. 
As a practical matter, he 
said, there would not be much 
in the $96,000 for paying law­ 
yers since his personal secre­ 
tary. Rose Mary Woods, re­ 
ceives $50,000 and he employs 
three secretaries to help with 
the mail. 
The GSA must approve ex­ 
penditures from the $100,000 


miscellaneous account as pro­ 
vided by law, Carlson said. 
Carlson said Nixon is entitled 


to the pension and the staff 
allowance under law but Con­ 
gress could refuse to appropri­ 


ate the additional $244,000 
which the GSA proposed if it 
chose to do so.

The inform ation is turned 
over to police, but the commu­ 
nication itself is held until the 
crime is solved. If the informa­ 
tion provided leads to solution 
of the crime, that fact is publi­ 
cized and the person who gave 
the information may collect the 
reward by presenting the tom- 
off bit of paper containing the 
number to someone designated 
by mutual agreement with po­ 
lice and/or the Independent- 
Joumal publisher. His identity 
need never become known.

Ford Wonts Practical, 
Productive Education 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - President Ford, 
citing China as an example and a challenge, 
called today for a new partnership of labor and 
educators to make American schools more practi­ 
cal and industry more productive. 


Ford, addressing an applaud­ 
ing crowd at the sum m er com­ 
m encement exercises of Ohio 
State University, spoke in philo­ 
sophical term s of the proposed 
alliance and provided few de­ 
tails. 
But he suggested that the 
universities open their doors to 
working people, 
not only as 
students but as teachers, and 
said: “ Practical problem sol­ 
vers can contribute much to 
education, w hether or not they 
hold degrees.” 
He said he has asked the 
cabinet secretaries of labor and 
of health, education and wel­ 
fare to report to him on ways 
“ to bring the world of work and 
institutions of education closer 
together.” 
Ford recalled visiting the 
People’s Republic of China in 
1972. and he said that nation’s 
productivity is gaining momen­ 
tum and China is making signif­ 
icant technological progress. 
“ The m ajority of Chinese are 
young people, highly motivated 
and 
e x trem ely 
well 
d isci­ 
plined." he said. 
In c o n tra st, the P resid en t 
said, American youths general­ 
ly are getting too much or too 
little training for their careers, 
inflation 
is creating anxiety, 


and industrial productivity is 
slipping. 


“ As fellow human beings, we 
celebrate the rising capacities 
of the Chinese nation, a people 
with a firm belief in their own 
destiny," Ford told the 2,540 
OSU graduates and a crowd 
that nearly filled the school’s 
13.400-seat athletic arena 
“ However, as A m ericans mo­ 
tivated by free competition, we 
see a distinct challenge. And I 
believe all Americans welcome 
that challenge. ’ 
At the same time, he said, 
American education is being 
strangled by academ ic degrees. 
He added: 
“ I want to see labor open its 
ranks to the researchers and 
problem solvers of academ ia 
whose research can give better 
tools and methods to the work­ 
man I want to see a two-way 
street speeding the traffic of 
scientific development, speed­ 
ing the creation of new jobs, 
speeding the day of selfsuffi­ 
ciency in energy, and speeding 
an era of increased production 
for America and the world. 
“ What good is training if it is 
not applied to jobs? What good

two men would -emain at the 
hospital for “ a day or two’’ to 
complete the tests and exami­ 
nation to determine what effect, 
if any, their 40 pound weight 
loss had on them. The tests are 
part of the survival program 
being tested by the two who 
commercially produce survival 
kits. 
The point of the journey was 
to test the 15-pound survival kit 


Immunity Given 
In Civil Case 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
California’s Supreme Court has 
ruled that witnesses in civil law 
suits may be granted immunity 
from criminal prosecution. 


The ruling, made Tuesday, 
concerned a Los Angeles con­ 
sumer fraud case where a man 
charged with misleading adver­ 
tising refused questions on the 
grounds that the answers might 
incriminate him. 
The trial judge had refused 
the attorney general’s request 
that the man be granted im­ 
munity.

trip. But with that additional 
food supply we were prepared j 
to continue on to Kauai.” 
A hospital attendant who wit­ 
nessed their breakfast said be 
was certain of one thing— “ The 
trip certainly didn’t hurt their 
appetites.”

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Novato Flood Control 
Ultimatum Planned 


The Army Corps of Engineers 
is to be told to decide by Jan. 1 
what it is going to do about 
flood control on Novato Creek 
or face cancellation of the 
project. 
Lewis R. Fredericksson, as­ 
sistant flood control engineer 
for the Novato Flood Control 
Zone Advisory Board, said the 
board, angered by a letter from 
the corps district engineer, Col. 
Jam es L. Lammie, accused the 
corps of dragging its feet and 
issued the ultimatum. 
The vote was 3-0. with Wil­ 
liam W right, Thomas Nolan 
and J Dietrich Stroeh present. 
“ Lammie said it would take 
another seven months to make 
their report and get an environ­ 
mental impact report to see if 
the project is feasible.” Freder* 
ickson reported. That would 
prevent the project going to 


Congress for approval before 
1976, assuming a favorable re­ 
port by the corps, be said. 
Frederickson said the board 
complained that the corps has 
studied the project since 1942 
and “still they drag their feet 
and do not come up with any 
definite answers.” 
Voters in Novato approved a 
$4.5 million flood control bond 
issue in November, 1973, for a 
flood control project on Novato 
Creek. One stipulation on the 
bond issue was that it be used 
in connection with the Corps of 
Engineers, Lewis said. 
“ If there is no project ap­ 
proved by the Corps, then the 
bonds cannot be sold,” he said. 
“ I am very pessimistic today. 
It looks like any flood control 
work done in Novato will have 
to be done with ju st local 
funds,” Frederickson said.

The dispute was triggered 
last March when the county 
transit board voted unanimous­ 
ly to protest the bridge dis­ 
trict's $40,000 bill for the bus 
service. The protest, however, 
was made only to the bridge 
district, and no attem pt was 
made to notify the high school 
district. 
The assistant general manag­ 
er of the county transit district, 
Robert Harrison, said the pro­ 
test had “no official connection 
with the Tam district.” He con­ 
ceded to the Independent-Jour- 
nal, however, that 
it would 
have been “helpful” if his office 
had at least sent the high school 
district a carbon of his board’s 
protest to the bridge district. 
As a result of the failure to do 
so, the high school d istrict 
learned of the problem only last 
week 
Bette Wallace, chairman of 
the high school district board of 
trustees, said the Bolinas-Stin- 
son School District had offered 
a bus to carry the students 
back to West Marin at 3 p.m., 
but no way has been found to 
get them to school. Synanon 
will be asked to help, she said. 
An audience of about 30 per­ 
sons, many of them West Marin 
parents, attended the session. 
Their spokesman. Max Crosley 
of Bolinas, said they had no 
other way to get the students to 
school. 
Mrs. Wallace suggested the 
bridge district directors “may 
be indifferent to the transporta­ 
tion needs and concerns of Ma­ 
rin citizens, unless they can 
move them to San Francisco 
with our tax dollars ” Pointing 
to increasingly tight state con­ 
trols on school spending, she 
said that “if we help pay for 
one $26,000 bus driver we may 
have to fire two $15,000 high 
school teachers.’’ (District driv­ 
ers average about $23,000 a 
year with overtime and fringe 
benefits.) 
The cost of transporting the 
West Mann students, she said, 
was consuming 20 per cent of 
the money available for their 
education. Mrs. Wallace pre­ 
dicted that all school districts 
in the county will be “ in the 
same sinking boat” within five 
years.

Antismog 
Showdown 
Is Looming 


SACRAMENTO (UPD - A 
bill rolling back a program 
requiring 3.8 million California 
motorists to install $35 anti­ 
smog devices on 1966-70 cars 
was set for a showdown vote 
today on the Assembly floor. 
The bill (SB2471) by Sen. John 
Holm dahl, D-Oakland, would 
require installation of the de­ 
vices in the South Coast Air 
Basin for all cars during the 
next year. Motorists in other 
portions of the state would have 
to buy the devices only on 
change of ownership. 
The measure was designed to 
roll back statew ide require­ 
ments imposed by the State Air 
Resources Board that all eligi­ 
ble 1966-70 model cars be 
equipped with the devices dur­ 
ing the next year. Motorists 
would be required to install the 
devices on a month-by-month 
basis, depending on the last 
digit of the car’s license plate. 
Passage of the bill was stym­ 
ied last night when a dispute 
erupted over how much the 
program should be cut back. 
On a 32-40 vote, the Assembly 
rejected amendments proposed 
by Assemblyman Bill Bond, R- 
Long Beach, requiring installa­ 
tion of the nitrogen oxide de­ 
vices only upon change of own­ 
ership in all areas of California. 
Assemblyman Bob Moretti, 
D-Van Nuys, last night urged 
defeat of the bill so that the 
devices couJd help cut air pollu­ 
tion in California. 
He noted the legislature over­ 
whelmingly approved the pro­ 
gram to reduce nitrogen oxides 
in 1971, adding “ now that the 
heat is on a little bit and some 
people are complaining, the leg­ 
islature wants to turn tail and 
run.”

Unconditional Amnesty Is Asked 


WASHINGTON {UPI) - With 
the Ford administration near­ 
ing a decision on what to do 
about war resisters, an antiwar 
group presented a petition to 
the White House today asking 
“ universal and unconditional 
am nesty" for deserters and 
draft evaders. 


It appeared, however, that 
the plan to be presented to 
President Ford tomorrow by 
Attorney General William B. 
Saxbe and Defense Secretary 
James 
R 
Schlesinger would 
fall short of blanket forgive­ 
ness. 
“ We have a pretty definite 
plan," Saxbe said after meeting 
for more than an hour yester­ 
day writh Schlesinger. “ We nar­ 
rowed it down somewhat to­ 
day." 
A White House spokesman 
said today both Saxbe and 
Schlesinger will meet vrith Ford 
tomorrow morning. 
The 
petition 
today 
was 
presented to Dr 
Theodore 
Marrs, a special assistant to 
Ford, outside a White House 


gate by Rev. Eugene Carson 
Blake, former president of the 
World Council of Churches. 
Ford was in Columbus, Ohio, at 
the time, but a White House 
official said the petition would 
be brought to the President’s 
attention. 


Don Luce, executive director 
of Clergy and Laity Concerned, 
a national interfaith religious 
organization based in New 
York, 
said the petition con­ 
tained about 52,000 signatures. 
It asked for blanket amnesty 
for war resisters plus leniency 
for ex-servicemen with dishon­ 
orable discharges so they could 
become eligible for veterans 
benefits. 
The petition marked the sec­ 
ond major lobbying effort in 
two days for blanket amnesty. 
Yesterday a group of parents of 
war resisters were in Washing­ 
ton to ask that no conditions be 
applied 
Ten of them met with Martin 
Hoffman, the Pentagon’s gener­ 
al counsel. He was quoted by a 
lawyer for the relatives as say­ 


ing. "You cannot realistically 
expect the United States to 
admit, as a nation, it was 
wrong in Vietnam". 
Earlier in the day, Saxbe said 
any draft evader willing to 
make an "act of contrition” 
would be welcomed, but he said 
many of them “ don't want to 
have to come back and say ’We 
were wrong.’ 
“ As a result, I don’t think we 
are going to see a great many 
of them coming back under any 
amnesty programs even though 


the President is determined to 
... open the door to them They 
are not going to be welcomed 
back as heroes and this is very 
disappointing to them." 


“ The nation will continue to 
be divided for years to come" 
unless the fugitives are granted 
blanket amnesty, said Wilbur 
Bowles, a World War II veteran. 


“ I think the boys have had a 
lot more suffering than Richard 
Nixon did," said Mrs. Virginia 
Jones of Wilkesboro, N.C.

Charges that Marin County 
may have lost up to $560,000 in 
state and federal funds because 
the county is leaving mental 
health staff slots unfilled and 
because state and federal agen­ 
cies think badly of Marin’s 
mental health administration 
and financial policies, have 
been made by a Marin fiscal 
specialist. 


Frank 
E. 
Bigley of Corte 
Madera — acting as a private 
citizen rather than as that 
town's finance officer — had 
written the board of supervisors 
about his findings on the woes 
of mental health. 


Bigley told the Independent- 
Journal 
yesterday that he 
cleared his letter with the Ma­ 
rin County Mental Health Asso­ 
ciation and with Dr. Robert L. 
Taylor, 
community 
mental 
health program 
chief before 
sending it to the board. 
The letter was a follow-up of 
claims Bigley first made July 
30 at a supervisors’ hearing. 
The crowded, lengthy hearing 
was only the latest of many 
debates by the board over re­ 
organizing the county’s mental 
health administration. 
The supervisors vetoed reor­ 
ganization by a 3-to-2 vote, but 
county administrator John F. 
Barrows asked Bigley to sub­ 
stantiate his claims. 
Bigley’s reply stresses three 
points: 
1. That during fiscal 1973-74, 
nine full-time and three part- 
time mental health jobs went 
unfilled for periods of two 
months to a full year. Salary 
and benefit pay budgeted for 
the jobs totaled $103,780, Bigley 
reported. Marin would have 
been eligible for state and fed­ 
eral reimbursement of 90 per 
cent on the outlay and citizens 
would have received more men­ 
tal health service, Bigley said. 
2. That the state Department 
of Health refused to approve 
Short-Doyle/Medi-Cal grants for 
the Psychiatric Day Center and 
Marin Lodge, two private men­ 
tal 
health facilities, 
because

Marin supposedly cannot ad­ 
minister the programs prop­ 
erly. Bigley said the state did 
allocate $56,000 to Marin for 
other programs, mainly chil­ 
dren’s mental health services, 
during the year, but the county 
never claimed $43,000 of the 
grants because the programs 
couldn’t 
be set 
in 
motion 
through administrative difficul­ 
ties. 
3. That the federal Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare on Aug. 2 turned down 
a requested grant of $420,260 for 
new or expanded mental health 
services in Marin because fed­ 
eral officials reported "the re­ 
view committee expressed con­ 
cern over unsettled issues 
relative to organizational and 
administrative structures" of 
both the community mental 
health center "and the overall 
place of mental health services 
in the county health and human 
services agency.” 
Bigley backed up his report 
with copies of several state and 
federal letters criticizing Ma- 


Barrows told the I-J that he 
has instructed his staff to con­ 
fer with Donald M. Sanford, 
acting chief of Marin’s health 
and human services depart­ 
ment, toi verify or disprove the 
charges Bigley sent to the su­ 
pervisors. 


Mental health staff vacancies 
are difficult to fill. Barrows 
said, because the agencies want 


very specialized qualifications 
that the county personnel de­ 
partment has trouble obtaflypg 
in recruits. As a result, 
rows said, many of the agejfy 
officials fill the seeminglf*pa- 
cant spots with qualified profes­ 
sionals who are willing to work 
for the county on a part-time 
hourly pay basis rather than as 
full-time employees.

One letter written May 29 by 
James Allen, assistant coordi­ 
nator of the state medical as­ 
sistance division, noted that 
Short-Doyle/Medi-Cal approval 
was denied to the county’s ap­ 
plication for Marin Lodge be­ 
cause the state believed it 
would only add to the problems 
the state already had with Ma­ 
rin until the county “ stabilizes" 
and "is willing and able in a 
timely manner" to pay mental 
health contractors for tneir 
services.

"I’m very happy 
with it.” 
The law, which takes effect 
Jan. I, limits court questioning 
of victim s’ sexual history only 
after a hearing away from the 
jury. 
Supporters of the legislation 
said court questioning about the 
rape victim ’s sex life usually is 
irrelevant and causes her men­ 
tal 
anguish. 
They contended 
most rapes go unreported to 
authorities because of embar­ 
rassment victims must endure 
in police and court questioning.

“ For my decision not to con­ 
test a single tax charge, I have 
lost the right to practice my 
profession, lost a substantial 
pension, temporarily lost my 
right to vote, and have won the 
right to be harassed by the 
news media and be constantly 
referred to as a convicted felon 
who has admitted to all the 
facts I have specifically de­ 
nied.” 
In an editor’s note, the news­ 
paper said it hAd not suggested 
Agnew had admitted to any 
criminal acts other than the tax

injuring nearly 300. 


The thunderous blast shortly 
after noon near the main en­ 
trance of the 10-story Mitsubi­ 
shi Industrial Group building 
shattered windows for blocks 
around. 
Most of the victims 
were slashed by deadly slivers 
of flying glass. 


Police said a telephone opera­ 
tor in the building, Yoshie Ko- 
shimi, received a call from a 
man four minutes before the 
blast warning. “ I want you to 
take shelter immediately be­ 
cause we have planted two time 
bombs in front of Mitsubishi 
Heavy Industries. This is no 
joke.” 


Kuniko Yam aoika, a 22-year- 
old student passing by the of­ 
fice, said, “Suddenly a terrific 
explosion occu rred . When I 
looked back, pieces of broken 
glass fell like rain .” 


A cloud of smoke towered 
over 
the 
building and 
glass 
covered 
the 
sidew alks like 
snow. Firem en pushed back the 
crowds and scream ed, “ Kyu- 
kyusha, 
kyukyusha!" (ambul­ 
ance) over and over.

fied himself as “Suzuki,” one of 
the most common surnames in 
Japan, 
telephoned

and said, 
“We shall stage a 
class struggle in Osaka tomor­ 
row as we did in Tokyo today.”

Osaka, Jap an ’s second largest 
city. 300 miles west of Tokyo. 
Investigators said they found 
pieces of a clock and a dry cell

They said the explosive might 
have been dynamite.

sion was the work of a maniac 
or a group of extrem ists. Left­ 
ists have accused Mitsubishi of 
producing and exporting lethal 
weapons. 
Mitsubishi Heavy Industries 
is one of 45 companies that 
make up the Mitsubishi Group, 
one of the most powerful con­ 
glomerates in Japan. 
One of its many activities is 
shipbuilding and it specializes 
in supertankers. Its best known 
product in America and Europe 
is the Colt automobile, manu­ 
factured in collaboration with 
Am erica's Chrysler Corp 
Police quoted an unidentified 
vistor at the building as saying 
he saw two brown paper pack­ 
ages about 12 by 16 inches near 
the main entrance. They said 
they were hunting a young man 
who fled the scene in a car soon 
after the blast, ignoring a po­ 
lice order to halt.

Marin Hospital District offi­

county supervisors will agree to 
go ahead with the realignment 
of Bon Air Road next year. 


The offer came during a 
meeting at Marin General Hos­ 
pital of two supervisors and two 
representatives of the hospital 
board. 


The hospital board has sued 
the county for failing to honor a 
1968 agreement to move Bon 
Air Road west of its present 
location, thus making the hospi­ 
tal parking lot contiguous to the 
main hospital grounds. 


In June, supervisors deleted 
$340,000 from the county budget 
for the project, saying the re­ 
alignment had low priority for 
limited budget funds until hos­ 
pital district voters approve 


funds for expansion of Marin- 
General Hospital. 
Michael Womu, chairman of 
the board of supervisors, today 
said he still didn’t think spend­ 
ing $340,000 for realigning the 
road was justified if the expan-, 
sion does not take place. 
“There are other roads with 
bigger problems,” agreed su­ 
pervisor Robert A. Roumi- 
guiere. 
Hospital district board mem­ 
bers Thomas K. Procter and 
George H. Folsom argued, how­ 
ever, that the realignment is 
needed so that pedestrians need 
not cross Bon Air Road to get to 
the hospital from the parking 
lot and to cut down noise from 
traffic for hospital patients. 
Lawrence Loder, assistant di­ 
rector of the county public 
works department, said that 
safety hazards on Bon Air Road 
were not considered serious 
enough by his department to 


put the realignment “at the top 
of the priority list” for funds. 
“We 
have culverts in the 
county with bottoms out,” he 
said. 
Loder also said be did not 
think traffic lights for the pe­ 
destrian crossing to the hospital 
were necessary, but the hospi­ 
tal officials said they will in­ 
stall them themselves if the 
county doesn’t provide the safe­ 
ty measures. 
Loder agreed with the hospi­ 
tal officials, however, that 
flooding on Bon Air Road needs 
to be remedied. 
At the end of the session, 
R ou miguiere and Wornum 
agreed to try to work out some 


sort of a compromise so that 
the law suit can be dropped. 
Wornum said, however, that 
he wanted “a good argument” 
from the hospital that other 
considerations than expansion 
merit the expense of realigning 
the road. 
The hospital’s attorney, Rich­ 
ard Riede, said his board would 
accept a “stipulated nonappeal- 
able judgment” that the board 
be built next year with bids 
being let in July and construc­ 
tion started in August. 
The matter is to be discussed 
again by the board of supervi­ 
sors on Sept. 10 and by repre­ 
sentatives of the two boards on 
Sept. 11.

Tax Rate 
Effects To 
Be Varied 
I-J Special Report 
SANTA ROSA - The $3.02 
county tax rate set by Sonoma 
supervisors this week will have 
varying effects on homeowners 
in Southern Sonoma County, 
according to figures compiled 
by the county assessor's office. 
The tax rate, though down 33 
cents from last year’s $3.35. 
won’t mean smaller tax pay­ 
ments for most homeowners 
because their property has in­ 
creased in value during the last 
year. 
Property values in Cotati and 
Rohnert Park went up an aver­ 
age of 55 per cent in the last 
year, county officials calculat­ 
ed, while Petaluma’s went up 
10 per cent on the average. 
For the Southern Sonoman 
whose home was assigned a 
$25,000 market value last year 
for tax purposes, the county 
portion of his tax bill will go 
from last year’s average of 
$150.75 to $238.58 if he lives in 
Cotati or Rohnert Park. If he 
lives in Petaluma he’ll pay a 
county tax of about $154 
These figures are based on 
the assumption that each home­ 
owner will claim the $1,750 
homeowner’s tax exemption al­ 
lowed under state law. 
This year’s Sonoma County 
budget of $71.5 million, also 
adopted this week, represents 
an increase of about $750,000 
over last year’s.

that would mean more produc­ 
tivity because of the high inter­ 
est rate. 


Walter also said he does not 
expect long-term interest rates 
to drop soon “because there is 
too much backed-up demand’’ 
for long-term money, but he 
thinks short-term interest rates 
should start to go down. 


“ It hasn’t hit the consumer 
yet; it hit the corporate level 
and the real estate field first,” 
Larkin said. 
Bank of America, he said, is 
still keeping consumer lending 
at a high level because of the 
“great liquidity and turnover” 
in that type of loan, which gets 
paid off in as little as a year’s 
time. 
Adding to the lack of money 
available in this country for 


much needed investment in in­ 
dustry, is the amount of Ameri­ 
can money going overseas, par­ 
ticularly to Arab countries. 
The Arabs do not want to 
invest those dollars in this 
country, Davis said, “ because 
they don’t want to fall into the 
same 
trap as the little old 
ladies who bought government 
bonds,” only to have them paid 
back in deflated dollars.

would cure this problem, Davis 
said.

Editor's Abductor 
Gets 40-Year Term 


ATLANTA (UPD - William 
A. H. Williams was sentenced 
to 40 years in federal prison 
today for extorting $700,000 ran­ 
som in the kidnaping of Atlanta 
Constitution editor Reg Mur­ 
phy. 


U.S. District Judge William 
C. O’Kelley imposed the maxi­ 
mum of 20 years for extortion 
and added two additional terms 
of 10 years each for using the 
mails to transmit a ransom 
demand and for using a gun in 
commission of a felony. 


W illiams, a subcontractor 
from nearby Lilbum, Ga., con­ 
fessed kidnaping Murphy last 
Feb. 23. The newspaper editor 
was released unharmed after a 
49 hour ordeal which ended 
with payment of the ransom. 


Often sobbing before sentence 
was imposed. Williams said in 
a 30-minute statement that he 
considered himself a political 
prisoner whose m artyrdom 
would draw attention to politi­ 
cal corruption. 


Williams told Murphy at the 
time of the abduction that he 
was kidnaping him to focus 
attention on what he felt were 
liberal leanings of the news 
media 
“ I go out the door wdth my 
head high with the realization 
that what 
I've done in my 
opinion —bizarre as it may 
have been —was the only thing 
I could do," he said today. 
‘‘I've given no quarter and 
I’ve asked no quarter. I bid 
farewell to my wife and chil­ 
dren but I ask no mercy” 
Murphy and his wife were in 
the courtroom as the sentence 
was imposed. 
O'Kelley recom m ended but 
did not order that the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons give Wil­ 
liams a psychiatric examina­ 
tion. 
Williams’ wife Betty Ruth, 
who was charged with knowing 
about her husband’s crime and 
not repc*ting it, was expected 
to enter a plea in the case later 
today. 


Canada Seeks Return Of 
Deserter Held By U.S. 


OTTAWA (UPD - Canada 
has form ally requested the 
United States to return a U.S. 
Army deserter living in British 
Columbia allegedly arrested on 
Canadian soil and taken into 
the United States by force. 


A C anadian g o v ern m en t 
spokesman said last night U.S. 
Customs officials had admitted 
they arrested Ronald Anderson, 
31, last Saturday “a few yards" 
into Canada at a border cross­ 
ing. 


They said Anderson was 
crossing into the United States 
to visit his family when a cus­ 
toms check disclosed he was a 
deserter. He broke away and 
sprinted back to the Canadian 
side of the line, but customs 
officials pursued him and ar­ 
rested him. 
"We have requested his re­ 
turn and the ball is now in their 
court," the Canadian spokes­ 
man said. 
The State Department had no 
immediate response. 
Anderson, who has the status 
of a landed immigrant in Cana­ 
da, was being held in the stock­ 
ade at Fort Lewis, Wash. He 
has been listed as absent with­ 
out leave since Nov. 18, 1968 
when he left the Army because 
of his opposition to the U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam. 
Anderson, his wife, Marion, 
and their 10-month-old son were 
on their wsy into Washington 
State when a customs officer 
made a license check on their 
car. 
A check by a National Crime 
Information Center computer 
identified Anderson as a desert­ 
er. 
Anderson's mother, Mrs. Bet­ 
ty Peterson, Poulsbo, Wash., 


said she believes her telephone 
may have been tapped when 
her son called her last week to 
say he was coming down for a 
visit. 


‘‘He had made at least a half 
dozen trips down here since he 
left the Army unit at Ft. Lew-- 
is,” she said. ‘‘He was never 
hassled at the border any of 
those times although I always 
feared som ething like this 
might happen ”

A Second Chance 
For Women GIs 


Many women veterans who 
did not use their GI Bill after 
the Korean conflict now have a 
second chance under a new 
law. 
Eligibility for veteran’s bene­ 
fits was recently extended two 
years for veterans discharged 
after Jan. Deadline for comple­ 
tion of training is now May 31, 
1976, or 10 years from the 
v eteran ’s date of discharge, 
whichever is later. 
Of the some 160,000 women 
veterans eligible for current 
G.I. Bill school benefits, about 
54.000 have trained under this 
program. 
This spring nearly 21,000 
were in training, mostly in col­ 
lege. Only 209 were on-the-job 
trainees. 
Below college level training is 
available in a wide range of 
occupations such as hotel or 
motel manager, specialty shop 
or store manager and hairdres­ 
ser. plus other programs also 
open to men. 
Women veterans of the Air 
Force lead in GI Bill training, 
with 15,672 having been trained. 
The Army is second with 15,361.

THE MOOD of the 50’s was 
“ uptempo,” people were get­ 
ting “fun out of life and enjoy­ 
ing it,” he said, breaking into 
laughter at the mention of such 
songs as “Little Nash Ram­ 
bler.” 
He also laughs at the gim­ 
micks of the 50’s, when disc 
jockeys were “ broadcasting 
from beneath the pool at Ma- 
rineland or seeing who could 
stay on the air the longest.” 
And there were fan clubs for 
uprising young stars such as 
Fabian. 
But there were also tragedies 
in the rock world, notably the 
deaths of Buddy Holly and Ri­ 
chie Valens. That had a great 
“impact on the music busi­ 
ness,” said Kirkwood. “They 
were very, very popular.” 


“THE WHOLE music thing 
does a complete turn-around 
every 10 years,” he related. 
Next it may be the “40’s, possi­ 
bly the 30’s.” It “ revives it­ 
self.” he added, pointing to the 
success of singers Bette Midler 
and the Pointer Sisters who are 
trademarked by their use of 
yesteryear song and dress. 
When Kirkwood talks about 
the “fond memories” of the 
50’s, it’s a cue to start a round 
of trivia. Trivia, described by 
Kirkwood as “a remembrance 
of things past.” is an upcoming 
indoor sport, gaining heavily in 
popularity just this year. 
Books are published and con­ 
tests are held for trivia people. 
In February’, Kirkwood started 
playing trivia on his show, 
drawing an “ unbelievable re­ 
sponse" from adults and chil­ 
dren of all ages. 


HE STARTED gradually, but 
now as the five phone lines light 
up as soon as he throws out a 
question, Kirkwood wonders if 
he “created a monster.” 
His trivia questions are taken 
from radio and television shows 
and motion pictures as well as 
sports, music and a sampling of 
politics. 
He also plays a trivia game 
called “Wahoo Hangman,” a 
takeoff of the old hangman 
game where people guess a 
number of letters and win if 
they can guess the whole word. 
“That's the heaviest part of 
the day,” said Kirkwood of the 
3 p m. game. 
“ I can rmem ber (a) trivia 
(answer), but I can’t tell you 
what I had for lunch yester­ 
day,” he laughed as he picked 
up his volumes of nostalgia 
books and left to open another 
show.

Final Erhlichman Delay Try 


WASHINGTON (UPI) _ John 
D. Ehrlichman has lined up a 
star defense witness —former 
President Nixon —but is still 
battling to stall the Watergate 
cover-up trial until next year 
while publicity over Nixon’s 
resignation dies down. 
Apparently undaunted by ear­ 
lier rebuffs from two federal 
courts and from the chief jus­ 
tice himself, Ehrlichman’s law­ 
yers yesterday filed a last-ditch 
emergency appeal seeking to 
keep the case from going to 
trial Sept. 30 as scheduled. 
The petition, directed to Su­ 
preme Court Justice William 0. 
Douglas, was filed within hours 
after federal marshals served 
an. Ehrlichm an subpoena on 
Nikon at San Clemente, Calif., 
commanding him to testify. 
The only way Nixon could 
now avoid appearing at the 
trial of Ehrlichman and five 
other former aides would be to 
persuade Judge John J. Sirica 
to quash the subpoena. Some 
sources close to the case be­ 
lieve he could do so only if he 
states that he would claim Fifth 
Amendment protection against 


Population 
Guidelines 
Laid Down 


BUCHAREST (UPI) - The 
World Population Conference i 
today approved a plan of action 
laying down the first interna-! 
tional guidelines for limiting ; 
the earth's population. 


The plan called for a reduc­ 
tion in world birth rates by 
1985 It also asked countries to 
provide family planning infor­ 
mation and sendees to all who 
want 
them 
and 
prom ised 
greater assistance to poorer 
countries. 


The plan, adopted at the final 
session of the U.N.-sponsored 
conference, also guaranteed the 
equality and status of women. 


Delegates to the 149-nation 
talks said approval of the plan 
was a formality because no 
block of countries could com­ 
mand the two thirds majority 
needed to change the text of the 
statement drawn up by a work­ 
ing group in the past eight 
days. 
Parker Mauldin, an Ameri­ 
can population expert, said the 
docum ent reflected a Third 
World backlash against West­ 
ern predictions of overpopula­ 
tion doom. 
He said, however, the talks 
would likely increase requests 
from developing nations inter­ 
ested in keeping their popula-j 
tion growth under control. 
Politicians at the conference 
hailed the document as an im­ 
portant first step, but popula­ 
tion experts said the plan was 
too limited and short-sighted 
“ It will be said that this 
conference met on the eve of 
the g reatest famine in the 
world arid this conference did 
not recognize this. 
French 
agronomist Rene Dumont said. 
The head of the U.S. delega­ 
tion, Caspar W. Weinberger, 
secretary of healh, education | 
and welfare, said the plan was 
strengthened by an American 
move to incorporate a section 
on the status of women. 
A n th ro p o lo g ist M a rg a re t 
Mead said, however, the docu­ 
ment was full of “compromises, 
euphemisms and circumlocuto­ 
ry arrangem ents” and “women 
are hardly in there at all." 
U.N. population specialist i 
Leon Tabah complained that all j 
concrete targets in the original 
text had been replaced by 
vague statements about a “ new 
international economic order.” 
Delegates described the final 
version as a victory for Third 
World nations in favor of rais­ 
ing living standards through 
economic development rather 
than population control.

Ehrlich­ 
man then appealed to Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger, but 
Burger Wednesday refused to 
tamper with the new trial date. 
Ehrlichman turned finally to 
Douglas, who has supervisory 
control over federal courts in 
E hrlichm an’s home state of 


Washington. The appeal appar­ 
ently was an attem pt to have 
Douglas refer the issue to the 
entire nine-man court, now in 
recess until Oct. 1. Should Doug­ 
las do so, it would have the 
effect of stalling the trial at 
least until late October. 
Douglas was vacationing at 
his retreat in Goose Prairie, 
Wash. A decision was expected 
in a few days.

(UPI) - In 
a week's time E.H. Henry, a 
printer who gave up his trade 
two years ago, is as likely to do 
business with customers from 
West Germany or Northern Ire­ 
land as be is with one of his 
Collin County neighbors or a 
shopper from Dallas. 
The slim man from Missouri 
and his wife of 35 years labor in 
a dusty building a block off the 
town square. A sign over the 
front door gives only Henry’s 
name. There is no flashing neon 
nor any need for it. 
But despite the obscure sur­ 
ro u n d in g s H e n ry 's an tiq u e 
wood type collection is the larg­ 
est and among the most valua­ 
ble in the United States. 
"If what I have stored here 
burned, then all the money of 
Howard Hughes couldn’t re ­ 
place it because it just isn’t 
there to replace anym ore,” 
Henry said as he surveyed 
stacks of century-old type trays 
and one-of-a-kind handcarved 
pieces of wooden type. 
A week earlier Henry, 63, 
drove to Colorado in search of 
the type The week before that 
he traveled to Kansas and he 
plans to search in Pennsylvan­ 
ia. He has bought old type in 42 
states but more and more there 
Is less and less available for 
purchase. 
"For a while I used to get 10 
replies a week to the advertise­ 
ment I run in trade publica­ 
tions,” he said. "Now I’m lucky 
to average one every two 
weeks 
"I traveled 50,000 miles a 
year but it is going to be a lot 
less now because it (antique 
wood type) is just not there." 


When the wood type is gone 
—to antique collectors, mu­ 
seums or housewives who just 
want to make an attractive 
collage —there won’t be any 
replacements. 
"From about 1828 to 1900 it 
was used extensively,” Henry

"I have approximately 1,200 
to 1,500 drawers of wood type 
and about 9,000 copper coated 
cuts and 3,000 type trays.” 
In his travels Henry has ac­ 
quired priceless cuts he has no 
plans to sell including an Amer­ 
ican flag with 33 stars and a 
political advertisement cut for 
William McKinley and Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt. 


For the nation’s bicentennial 
celebration Henry has put to­ 
gether three collages, each of 
which sold immediately. An ad­ 
vertising salesman once bought 
up several large wooden pieces 
of type and put together a 
collage of mostly block letters 
which a paper manufacturer 
used to photograph and reprod­ 
uce on decorative Kleenex box­ 
es. 
Henry said his claim of larg­ 
est stock in the United States 
was challenged only once by a 
fellow dealer from Ohio. But 
when Henry suggested they 
match stock with the loser giv­ 
ing his collection to the winner, 
the challenger backed down.

Reflects Many Thoughts

Art relates to life and reflects 
its many vagaries. Nowhere is 
this more evident than in the 
paintings, drawings and prints 
in the Mann County Fair Art 
Show in the Veterans Memorial 
Building The exhibit will con­ 
tinue through Monday. 
Works that are garish, violent 
and crude hang alongside oth­ 
ers which are poetic, whimsi­ 
cal, 
primitive, 
nostalgic and 
surreal 
But how can we account for 
those best desenbed as ‘‘my 6- 
year-old-lad can do better 
We 
can only note that the jurors 
‘‘liked them.” considered them 
“ honest” and “cute.” 
Contrasted with the simplistic 
naivete of these and their cas­ 
ual, anti-art manner of execu­ 
tion and framing, are many 
m arvels of m eticulously-de­ 
tailed precision. One example is 
Elise Leptich’s “The Exulting,” 
an oil painting with the look of 
needlepoint Another is William 
Campbell’s huge horizontal ink 
drawing “Welcome to Wildal- 
tercaland,” with its explosive 
“comic book” imagery 
Precision is also evident in

No New Sea 
Law From 
Conference 


CARACAS (TJPI) — Delegates 
to the Third United Nations Sea 
Law conference headed home 
today, disappointed at the slow 
pace of treaty negotiations gov­ 
erning the world’s oceans. 
Conference president Hamil­ 
ton S. Amerasinghe, optimistic 
during the early stages of the 
148-nation gathering, said it ap­ 
peared doubtful if the 17th Cen­ 
tury sea code would be re­ 
placed before 1976. 
After a seven-month recess, 
the conference will reconvene 
in Geneva March 17 for six 
weeks. Then, according to a 
program approved earlier this 
week, the conference will shift 
back to Venezuela for a three 
week meeting. 
"I am convinced, given the 
best will in the world, it will be 
physically impossible for us to 
finish the drafting of the treaty 
by the end of the spring session 
in 1975,” the Ceylon delegate 
told a press conference after 
yesterday’s closing. 
Peru’s Alfonso Arias Schrei- 
ber said the final treaty might 
be two years away. 
Arias said he thought more 
progress would have been made 
if the major powers had react­ 
ed more favorably on the devel­ 
oping countries requests for a 
209-mile sea. 
The session ended in a dead­ 
lock between the industrialized 
nations and the poorer, develop­ 
ing ones on four key issues: 
territorial sea limits, deep sea 
mining, pollution control and 
passage of ships through the 
world’s straits. 
“ We certainly didn’t come to 
Caracas expecting to go back 
with a signed treaty,” said Tan­ 
zania’s J.S. Warioba. 
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Mine Leader Hopeful Of 
End To 'Death Traps' 


By UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 
The head of the United Mine 
Workers Union sees an agree­ 
ment to end a bitter 18-month 
Kentucky coal mining dispute 
as an end to “death-trap mines, 
starvation wages and meager 
benefits in return for their la­ 
bor.” 
Elsewhere, a union boss of 
striking United Parcel Service 
employees in 
New York 
charged police used “ violence 
and brutality” against strikers; 
and in Los Angeles, the Rapid 
Transit District took out seven- 
column newspaper ads to ex­ 
plain their position in an 18-day- 
old dispute which has sent 650,- 
000 persons looking for other 
means of travel. 
The Labor Department said 
strikes caused more man-days 
of idleness during the first sev­ 
en months of 1974 than during 
all of 1972 or 1973. 
United Mine Workers and the 
Eastover Mining Co. reached 
agreement early yesterday to 
end a violence-ridden, 13-month 
strike in Harlan County, Ken­ 
tucky, during which one miner 
died of gunshot wounds. 


Bulgaria Finds 
A Gold Statue 


SOFIA, Bulgaria (AP) - The 
forequarters of a solid gold 
statue of Pegasus, the flying 
horse of mythology, was dug up 
recently in Bulgaria, “ Sofia 
News’’ reported here 
The report said the statue 
weighted 417 grams 15 ounces 
and “ was a unique find for 
Bulgaria ” 


The agreement gave the 
UMW the right to represent 
striking miners at the Brook- 
side mine.

Police denied the charge and 
said there were no reports of 
injuries and no arests. 
The International Brother­ 
hood of Electrical Workers pre­ 
pared to hold ratification votes 
on a tentative contract for some 
60,000 employes at strike-bound 
Westerr Electric, the manufac­ 
turing arm of the national Bell 
Telephone system.

LONDON (UPD - Lady Godi- 
va did it in the crowded streets 
of Coventry 900 years ago to 
protest oppressive taxes im­ 
posed by her husband. Actress 
Fiona Richmond did it in the 
busy streets of Soho in a cheeky 
bit of show biz promotion. 
Legend says only “ Peeping 
Tom” sneaked a look at Lady 
Godiva in her bareback ride 
which resulted in her husband, 
Leoforic of Mercia, lifting tax­ 
es. 
Throngs of shoppers and pho­ 
tographers carefully positioned 
in advance—and a policeman- 
caught Miss Richmond's act, 
which ended with a $48 fine. 
Miss Richmond, who stars in 
a theater production opening 
Monday, managed to ride one 
block on a docile brown nag 
before the policeman tossed his 
cape around her bare shoul­ 
ders.

Some Gems Among Fair's Films

Take courage, film fans — 
American cinema is in good 
hands, judging from the entries 
in this year’s Marin County 
Fair film competition. 
Sure, there is the usual as­ 
sortment of meaningless trash 
among the 29 movies selected 
for showing. But there are 
gems, too, that for their sheer 
inventiveness and impact put 
most 
Hollywood efforts to 
shame. 
If the film industry gets lucky 
and manages to hold on to some 
of the better artists represented 
at the fair, and others of their 
creativ e ability, moviegoers 
will have a lot of sensory de­ 
lights ahead of them. 
For consistent excellence, 
student-m ade films seem to 
tower above independent offer­ 
ings this year, though there are 
winners in both categories. 
Three student entries in par­ 
ticular, all made by Southern 
California artists, demonstrate 
the power that short films can 
display. 
The best is “Tomorrow is 
Only Tuesday,” produced by 
Elodie Keene of Santa Monica 
and an all-woman production 
crew. 
This black-and-white offering 
presents a day in the life of a 
young woman who works at the 
archetype of an im personal 
A m erican corporation, som e­ 
thing called Systems Develop­ 
ment Corp. 
The protagonist no sooner 
gets to work on Monday morn­ 
ing than she is called on the 
carpet by the accountant for 
neglecting to punch her time 
card. 
Her boss complains about her 
messy desk, and tells her, “ Do 
you think you might wage your 
battle against the establishment 
some other place0” 
N aturally, nothing C3n go 
right on a day that begins like 
that, and Miss Worker has to 
spend much of the rest of the 
17-minute film try ing to locate 
a lost file.

clutches of the office lecher, 
who tells her, “ I’m not as good 
as I once was but I’m as good 
once as I ever was.” 
Then it’s advice time from an 
older woman, who tells her, 
“ Don’t ever do anything to dis­ 
credit a superior, because he’s 
going to fire you someday.” 
The film contains all the grit­ 
ty reality of the day-in, day-out 
struggle for a living. Any wage 
earner can see himself in her. 
The film won a second prize 
and $200 for Miss Keene. 
Also excellent is “Writer’s 
Cramp,” an honorable mention 
winner by Howard Brock of 
North Hollywood. 
The movie, written in auto­ 
biographical style, follows the 
struggles of a young man deter­ 
mined to be a writer. 
He is discouraged by his par­ 
ents, who give him a sporty car 
a la “The Graduate” (“ It was a 
plot — they were setting me up 
for a comfortable lifestyle”), 
dropped by his girlfriend and 
frustrated in his writing at­ 
tempts. 
But after a series of false 
starts <he gets nowhere in writ­ 
ing “The Origin of the Feces”), 
he finally comes up with a 
winner, and the camera pans in 
on him as he types it out — 
“W riter’s Cramp.” 
Success at last. 
Another honorable m ention 
winner, Barbara Nobles’ “ Dis­ 
order,” chronicles a young girl 
who drifts through her early 20s 
looking for herself. 
In only 24 minutes, “ Disor­ 
der” gives a down-to-earth por­ 
trayal of alienation. I t’s 10 
times more effective than just 
about anything on that theme 
produced in Hollywood in the 
last decade.

Euthanasia Can Occur In Many 
Different Death Situations 


Jim was a wonderful and kind man who 
committed suicide recently for a most un­ 
usual reason. He had suspected that he had 
cancer, but by the time he consulted his 
physician, it was too late. His doctor gave 
him six months to live. He was very close to 
his two sisters, and they did everything 
possible to keep aim cheerful. 
Oue week before he took his life, he gave 
both sisters instructions concerning his af­ 
fairs. Although the meeting was quite emo­ 
tional, they had no idea that he 
---------------- 
planned to commit suicide. The 
next morning, his body was 
found on the bathroom floor. 
His note said: 
“ I killed the 
cancer, not myself because I 
could not bear to have you both 
go through the agony of watch­ 
ing me die . . 
Legally this is suicide, but it 
is also a form of euthanasia. It 
is distantly related to passive 
euthanasia, a situation in which 
the physician leaves a bottle of 
potent and fatal pills within 
reach of his patient.

Young Suicides 
Called Epidemic 


B E R K E L E Y (UPD - Suicide 
among young Am ericans is in­ 
creasing by almost epidemic 
proportions and the illegal use 
of drugs is mostly to blame, a 
University of California behav­ 
ioral scientist has reported. 
And, Richard Seiden of the 
UC School of Public Health, 
said "factors such as excessive 
violence in films and television 
should not be c a s u a lly d is ­ 
m issed." 
Seiden said that from 1945 to 
1969 an av erag e of 4.8 out of 
e v e ry 100,000 y o u n g p e rso n s 
took their lives. But. he said, 
from 
1970 to 1972 the r a te 
jumped 92 per cent — to 9.2 out 
of every 100,000 persons. 
He said the current trend was 
part of "a tragic and unchecked 
epidemic of violent d eaths."

Mexicali Valley Suffers Under 
Hot Sun, Colorado River Salt 


MEXICALI, Mexico (AP) - 
The Mexicali Valley is a hot. 
dusty place where only snakes 
and other desert creatu res can 
survive without w ater brought 
in by canal from the Colorado 
River. 
It takes a hardy person to 
withstand the frequent 130-de- 
g ro e te m p e r a t u r e s , s w irlin g 
dust and winds coming off the 
Sonora 
Desert 
that 
kick 
up 
stinging sand and leave lips dry 
and cracked. 
Ju an Virreal. 44, is one of 
perhaps 200.000 peasants living 
in the triangular-shaped valley 
whose base hugs the California 
border and whose apex to the 
south touches the Gulf of Cali­ 
fornia 
Virreal leaned against a tree, 
closed his eyes against the daz­ 
zling brightness of the sun and 
wondered if he could wait three 
or 
four 
m ore years for the 
wonderful fruit of diplom acy to 
blossom. 
The United States has agreed 
to build a $67-million desalting 
plant in Arizona to prevent U.S. 
salt contam ination of the Colo­ 
rado river from further injuring 
Mexicali Valley fields and p as­ 
tures. 
The plant will not be finished 
at least until 1980. The United 
States, 
in 
the 
m eantim e, 
is 
sending low salinity w ater to 
the Mexicali Valley from U.S. 
w ater storage areas. 
But Mexican authorities say 
it will be at least three or four 
years before good w ater will be 
able to cleanse the valley of the 
salt, which is visible up to six 
inches deep in the earth. 
"T hree or four years is a long 
time to wait when your belly is 
ru m b lin g from 
h u n g e r and 
y ou're having to borrow money 
from the bank just to buy the 
family 
some beans,” Virreal 


s a id 
"W hat can we do but wait. 
Som etim es 
the 
families here 
eat only one m eal a day. W’e 
were not poor before the salt 
came. We ate three good meals 
a day. Now the children som e­ 
times cry because there is not 
enough to eat. 
"If it w ere not for the govern­ 
m ent banks we would be fin­ 
ished. 
They at least loan us 
money for seeds and to buy 
beans and tortillas to keep us 
alive.” 
Virreal. like most of the other 
farm ers in the Mexicali Valley, 
lives on a governm ent-aw arded 
collective farm , called an ejido, 
on which each family uses up to 
44 acres. 
G o v e rn m e n t 
o fficials 
and 
businessmen say the Mexicali 
Valley’s fa rm e rs once did well 
by Mexican standards. 
"It w a sn ’t unusual for a fam i­ 
ly to m ake m ore than $8,000 a 
y ear and to buy a new car 
every four or five y e a rs," said 
one official. 
"M an y of them 
would have refrigerators and 
television, hut now they owe a 
lot of money to the banks and 
c a n ’t even get money to put a 
new roof on the house." 
G overnm ent officials say that 
in se cts a n d p o o r p ric e s for 
crops have also m eant econom ­ 
ic h a r d s h ip to the v a ll e y ’s 
farm ers. 
The salt problem began in 
1961 when crops started failing, 
officials say. The neat rows of 
cotton 
w e re in te r r u p te d 
by 
grayish 
a re a s 
w here nothing 
would grow. The barren spots 
grew larg er the next year, and 
the cotton did not grow as tall 
as before. 
G overnm ent 
chem ists 
were 
called in to test the soil. They 
found a high concentration of 
salt.

A Joint Effort To 
Tell Light Hazard 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal judge, a government 
com m ission, a m anufacturer 
and a number of distributors 
joined today in a novel effort to 
w arn the public against a 
household light that can give 
potentially fatal electric shocks. 


The warning was being made 
in a news conference —with a 
visual demonstration for televi­ 
sion — ordered yesterday by 
Chief Judge George L. Hart Jr. 
of the U.S. District Court. 


Hart authorized a statement 
in his name pointing out the 
“ extrao rd in ary h azard ” in­ 
volved and personally called 
the news vice presidents of the 
three networks as well as news 
directors in W ashington bu­ 
reaus to request publicity for 
the problem. 


In so doing he deferred action 
on a request from the Consum­ 
er Product Safety Commission 
that the distributors be forced 
to nuy time on network televi­ 
sion and in most of the nation's 
newspapers to run ads outlining 
the hazard 
, 
Hart told a court hearing 
yesterday that that approach 
might take too much time. He 


recessed the case until next 
Tuesday to determine if today’s 
publicity effort will be suffi­ 
cient. 
The com m ission's law yers 
told Hart that previous tries at 
publicity by the defendants — 
A K. Electronics of Brooklyn, 
the manufacturer, and scores of 
retailers —resulted in only spot­ 
ty coverage. 
The public relations firm 
hired by those involved claimed 
there had been virtual satura­ 
tion coverage. 
At one point during the hear­ 
ing Hart held one of the lights 
up and called it a “death trap.” 
An estimated 186,000 of the 
lights are on the market or 
already sold, and anyone who 
has one should return it to the 
store where it was bought. 
The light retailed for about 
$1.50 and was sold nationwide 
by such stores as E.J. Korvette. 
Woolco, Zayre and J.J. Newber­ 
ry before a previous court or­ 
der from Hart halted all sales. 
It has a soft plastic handle 
which when grasped firmly al­ 
lows the user’s fingers to come 
into contact with live wires. 
One fatality has been associat­ 
ed with it. 


Resort Developers Beat 
Coastal Permit Procedure 


URIAH (UPI) - The develop­ 
ers of a motel-restaurant in 
Mendocino have challenged su- 
cessfully the state coastal com­ 
mission's permit procedure in a 
landmark case on the regional 
level 
Superior Court Judge Tim 
O'Brien ruled that the commis­ 
sion’s denial of a building per­ 
mit in the case was “without 
due process of law, invalid and 
unconstitutional.” 
In responding to Wednesday’s 
court decision, Commission 
C hairm an Melvin Lane said 
yesterday that the ruling was 
significant on the regional lev­ 


el. if not statewide. 
Lane said builders have chal­ 
lenged the commission’s “quas­ 
ilegislative” handling of permit 
matters, arguing that they war­ 
rant more substantial hearings. 
In W ednesday’s decision, 
O'Brien noted that the develop­ 
ers of the Coach House, Monte 
and Barbara Reed, were al­ 
lowed 
only 
10 m inutes to 
present their case . 
The Reeds acquired a nine- 
acre parcel on a coastal strip in 
1972. The Northcoast Regional 
Commission granted a building 
permit after an extended hear­ 
ing.

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Moses Malone Can't Be 
Blamed For Turning Pro 


Walsh Vs. 


Academia 
Abandoned 
By Youth 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Moses 
Malone, a 6-foot-ll youth noted 
for bis quickness, took the mon­ 
ey and ran. 
He hardly could have been 
expected to do otherwise. 
So yesterday afternoon Ma­ 
lone abandoned academia for 
the Utah Stars of the American 
Basketball Association and an 
unspecified amount of money. 
Although the specific sum was 
a tightly-guarded secret, the 
guessing starts at $1 million 
and works its way up. 
For a 
19-year-old whose 
mother has struggled to eke out 
a meager living for the two of 
them in Petersburg, Va., there 
was no way to turn down that 
kind of money. 
Mrs. Mary Malone, Moses’ 


Malone had been scheduled to 
begin classes at the University 
of Maryland last Wednesday. 
But the Stars made their big 
offer last week and Maryland 
Coach Lefty Driesell futilely 
attempted to dissuade Malone 
from turning pro. 
Driesell did prevail upon Ma­ 
lone to seek a lawyer’s counsel 
on the Stars’ offer and the 
Washington. D C., law firm of 
Dell, Craighill and Fentress ad­ 
vised him without charge. 
Lee Fentress said his initial 
advise was to go to Maryland 
for a year, experiencing college 
life and basketball for a year 
before becoming eligible for the 
NBA hardship draft. 
But after a couple of days 
negotiations, F entress said, 
“The contract came to the point 
where it was a very difficult 
decision.” It was a decision 
Malone made on his own. 
He was strongly influenced 
by a five-year desire to become 
the first modern day player to 
go straight from high school to 
the pros. The only other player

Graboski of the old National 
Basketball Association Indian­ 
apolis Olympians in the early 
Fifties.

Ford Picks 


Wage-Price 


Panel Boss 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Ford has named business- 
man-diplomat Kenneth Rush to 
head his new antiinflation team 
and, to no one’s surprise, has 
ruled out a tax increase this 
year. 


Having asked for and re­ 
ceived from Congress, authori­ 
ty to set up a relatively power­ 
less Council on Wage and Price 
Stabiity to monitor inflation, 
Ford yesterday installed Rush 
as chairman and filled the re­ 
maining seven seats with Cabi­ 
net secretaries and top Whie 
House aides. 


The new council has authority 
to seek out and publicize infla­ 
tionary wage and price increas­ 
es, but it can only urge volun­ 
tary restraint on the part of 
business and labor. It cannot 
order rollbacks as its now-de­ 
funct predecessor the Cost of 
Living Council 
Rush, former chairman of 
Union Carbide Corp., U.S. am­ 
bassador to West Germany, and 
a top State and Defense depart­ 
ment official, joined the White 
House staff in the final months 
of the Nixon administration as 
coordinator of economic policy. 
He continues to hold that as­ 
signment for Ford. 
On another economic topic, 
Ford's press secretary J. F. 
terHorst told reporters yester­ 
day that talk of a tax increase 
this year was “very unrealis­ 
tic.” With less than six weeks 
left in the current congressional 
term, with Chairman Wilbur 
Mills of the tax-writing House 
Ways and Means Committee 
opposed to the idea and with 
administration already follow­ 
ing a tight fiscal policy, there 
are “pragmatic reasons” why 
Ford would not move in this 
direction now, terHorst said 
While adding that it was 
“premature” to look to the 
future, terHorst did not rule out 
the tax increase option for 1975. 
“Its the kind of issue a Presi­ 
dent always has to have before 
him,” he said. 
The press aide noted that the 
State of the Union speech next 
January would be a logical 
platform from which Ford 
could put forward his tax ideas. 
United Autoworkers president 
Leonard Woodcock, after meet­ 
ing with Ford for 30-minutes 
yesterday, told reporters he fa­ 
vored a tax boost for wealthy 
Americans coupled with tax 
cuts for poor folks and elimina­ 
tion of some business tax bene­ 
fits. He said Ford listened to his 
ideas without comment

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
What Lies Behind 
Increase In Crime? 


San Rafaei residents are tak­ 
ing greater care to lock their 
doors because of the brutal 
slaying of Lucy Ann Gilbride, 
wife of the head counselor of’ 
Terra Linda High School, in her 
home on Tuesday. 
Such a crime inevitably pro­ 
duces an atmosphere of fear, 
most markedly in the neighbor­ 
hood where it occurs and to 
lessening degree throughout the 
city and its surroundings. 
It serves to remind us, far 
more forcefully than the home 
burglaries which have become 
so common, that we live in an 
unsafe society — unsafe even in 
our own hom es, unless the 
doors and windows are firmly 
secured 


THERE HAVE always been 
such crimes. But, until recent­ 
ly, their occurrence was so 
rare that in communities such 
as San Rafael, little thought 
was given to them. 
It is only a few years since 
most of us left our doors un­ 
locked — as Mrs. Gilbride, a 
friendly, unsuspicious person, 
reportedly still did. 
But our 
society has deteriorated. Home 
burglaries have become com­ 
mon. And crimes of violence by 
intruders into homes are much 
more frequent than a few years 
ago. 
The killing of Mrs. Gilbride 
recalled that of Nina Fischer at 
the opposite end of San Rafael 
last November — a crime that 
remains unsolved. 
It was the third murder in 
Marin County since July 1. On 
July 5, James Michael Torry 
was stabbed to death beside the 
swimming pool of his Forest 
Knolls home. On Aug. 25, the 
body of Gary A. Kirstine, his 
head crushed, was found beside 


Fairfax-Bolinas Road above the 
Meadow Club. 
The number appears small 
compared with the toll of homi­ 
cides in nearby cities. There 
were 79 murders in San Fran­ 
cisco in the first seven months 
of this year. There were 54 in 
Oakland from Jan. 1 through 
Aug. 23. 
But suburban and rural com­ 
munities no longer are the ha­ 
vens from crime that they were 
long considered. And they are 
becoming 
less 
so. 
The U.S. 
Department of Justice reports 
that crime in suburbs and rural 
areas increased 29 per cent in 
the second quarter of this year, 
compared to a 
15 per cent 
increase in large cities. 
Such rapid increases are 
shocking. 


THE EXPLANATION is not 
easy to find. Undoubtedly, the 
increase 
in crime 
stems at 
least in part from a general 
breakdown of 
moral 
values, 
from 
lack of teaching our 
young to differentiate between 
right and wrong. 
In California, at least, there 
may be an additional explana­ 
tion — one offered by a police 
officer with whom we discussed 
the Gilbride killing. 
He suggested that two state 
policies contribute to the rise in 
crime: 
Placing the mentally 
unbalanced in outpatient care 
of community mental health 
centers instead of in state men­ 
tal hospitals, and subsidizing 
counties for placing felons on 
probation rather than sending 
them to prison. These policies 
turn more criminals and unbal­ 
anced potential criminals loose 
on the community. 
These 
policies 
deserve 
re­ 
examination. 


To Make A Pound Of Honey

State Seeks To Protect 


Buyers Of Condominiums

By EARL G. WATERS 


What risks are Californians running 
when they buy a condominium ? Recent 
stories across the nation indicate that 
many seeking the carefree living prom ­ 
ised by the condominium concept have 
been rudely aw akened from their dream s 
by unexpected and excessive costs. 
The idea of buying an apartm ent or 
town house in a complex, which provides 
for all exterior m aintenance and recrea­ 
tional facilities at a minim um assess­ 
ment cost, has intrigued m any into giving 
up their homes to escape the burden of 
upkeep of yards and swim m ing pools 
But many have underestim ated m ainte­ 
nance fees that they m ust pay in addition 
to their initial purchase costs. In some 
instances they find they have agreed to 
lease a $25,000 sw im m ing pool for 50 
years at a rate which will bring the 
developer a cool million dollars from the 
tenants over the period of the lease. 


THE 
E X C E S SIV E 
m a in te n a n c e 
charges and slick lease-back deals for 
recreational facilities which have been 
reported are the results of unw arranted 
developer control over projects. 
Despite the intent in the condominium 
concept that the project will be controlled 
through an association formed by the 
resident owners, 
the developer gains 
long-term control by leasing the recrea­ 
tional facilities and through “ locked-in” 


m anagem ent contracts. 
Other abuses have been underestim at­ 
ing by the developer of the assessm ents 
to be paid by the residents; structural 
deficiencies and shoddy construction, un 
filled prom ises to provide recreational or 
other facilities, and misuse of purchas­ 
e r’s paym ents. 
But these are things which mostly have 
occurred outside of California, according 
to State Real E state Comm issioner Rob­ 
ert W. Karpe 


CONCEDING THAT California is not 
trouble-free of condominium problems, 
Karpe says that regulations of his d ep art­ 
ment protect against most of the m ajor 
com plaints which are plaguing the m ar­ 
ket across the country 
He said regulations require that buyers 
of such units receive a common interest 
in the overall developm ent and that long­ 
term m anagem ent or service agreem ents 
are prohibited. 
E stim a te d a sse ssm e n ts for m a in te ­ 
nance and other operating costs must be 
approved by the state before sales can be 
made. 
And, by bond or otherwise, a 
developer m ust show financial arrange­ 
m ents to assure completion of a develop­ 
ment. Also purchasers’ funds m ust be 
impounded until title is conveyed free of 
encum brances.

B IT DESPITE THESE 
protections, 
there are still risks. Shoddy construction 
is one. but that is present in any home 
purchase. More to the point in connection 
with condominiums is that the owners 
are governed by an association. If the 
majority decides to build tennis courts 
and you don’t play tennis, you are still 
going to get stuck for the construction 
and maintenance costs. The majority can 
also vote to incure other costs which 
would raise substantially the original 
estimates of what an owner must pay for 
maintenance. 
And, if the majority decides to ban pets 
from the project, you can either kiss Fido 
goodbye or start making plans to move 
out. 
Although the state regulations ban the 
obvious excesses used by some develop­ 
ers in other states, it is still a wise course 
to have a good attorney review the entire 
transaction before you leap.

County Open Space District 
Opens Way For Abuses 


I would like to talk to you about several 
things tonight, but first the m atter of 
acquiring open space with money from 
the 
County-wide 
Open 
Space District 
fund 
There is great danger in what has 
happened 
in 
respect 
to this $100,000 
purchase of property on top of Kent 
Woodlands. I’m speaking now prim arily 
of the county-wide open space purchases, 
not of those individual districts that ought 
to have certain open space rem ain in 
their particular district and bond them ­ 
selves for it. T hat’s their business. 
However, 
cases 
have 
come to my 
attention where people have formed spe­ 
cial assessm ent districts without requir­ 
ing a vote of the people but by simply 
going to the board of supervisors to have 
it OK’d for them and many people did not 
have the opportunity to speak for or 
against it, etc., and m ay not benefit in 
any way, shape or form with the acquisi­ 
tion which is to be purchased as open 
space. They probably can ’t see it and in 
every aspect it appears to be in constitu­ 
tional violation. The whole transaction 
then becomes an assessm ent on their 
property and a lien on their property. 
When it is based on an ad valorem tax, 
people with $30,000 to $40,000 homes who 
m ay not benefit at all by the open space 
purchase, it is a gross miscarriage of 
justice. There is no question about that. 


GETTING BACK to those areas that 
are being purchased by the County-wide 
Open Space District: This sort of thing of 
paying $100;000 on property the assessor 
shows worth $55,000 is bad. No matter 
how you look at it, the public is entitled 
to a complete and full explanation of why 
and how that was done. But the point I 
want to make is it could happen again 
and again and again because it is done 
without the decision of the people directly 
involved. It is done entirely by the five- 
man 
board of supervisors, acting as 
directors 
of the 
Ooen-SDace 
District. 


There is no check on ’em. I repeat that: 
There is no check on them and all sorts 
of things could enter into that are unsavo­ 
ry. I don’t say that there have been, but 
there could be, no m atter what board. 
It is certainly up to the public in 
general to change that or they are going 
to be taxed with no opportunity to know 
about it or be heard. 
When this Open Space District was 
voted in there was an overall m isrepre­ 
sentation. The picture was never clearly 
presented. You don’t see the people or 
hear the people who w ere behind it and 
pushing it. It seem ed m ore of a game and 
a contest whether they could put it over, 
rather than a presentation of real need. 


SOME WEEKS ago, I told you that a 
group of concerned citizens were re­ 
searching the methods of bringing about 
an initiative on a county ordinance. Here 
are a few excerpts of their findings: 
. . .‘‘If the initiative petition is signed 
by 20 per cent or more of the entire vote 
cast within a county for all candidates for 
governor at the last gubernatorial elec­ 
tion, and contains a request that the 
ordinance be submitted immediately to a 
vote of the people at a special election, 
the board of supervisors must either (1) 
pass the ordinance without alteration at 
the regular m eeting at which it is 
presented and within 10 days after it is 
presented, 
or (2) immediately call a 
special election, at which ordinance with­ 
out alteration is to be submitted to a vote 
of the voters of the county. . . 
“ If a petition protesting the adoption of 
a new ordinance is presented to the board 
of supervisors prior to the effective date 
of the ordinance, the ordinance must be 
suspended, 
and the supervisors must 
reconsider the ordinance. The petition 
must be signed by voters of the county 
equal in number to at least 10 per cent of 
the entire vote cast within the county for 
all candidates for governor at the last 
gubernatorial election.” 


WASHINGTON — Most commentators 
are offering the opinion that President 
Ford and Congress won’t be able to 
achieve any bipartisan consensus on cru­ 
cial legislation. 
Their view seem s to be: 
1 — That the political honeymoon will 
be so short-lived as to be meaningless. 
2 — That under the best of circum­ 
stances a liberal Democratic Congress 
and a conservative Republican president 
cannot work together productively and 
that any hope to the contrary is just 
wishful. 
The skeptics naturally want to guard 
against overoptimism. That’s fine, but it 
doesn’t mean they are necessarily right 
in this instance. 


WHY SHOULDN’T it work? It worked 
under Presidents Dwight Eisenhower and 
Lyndon Johnson because they both tried. 
It didn’t work under President Nixon 
because he didn’t try very much to make 
it work. Conciliation and compromise can 
be made to work under President Ford 
and the congressional Democratic lead­ 
ers, Sen. Mike Mansfield and Speaker of 
the House Carl Albert, because there is 
good reason to believe they want to make 
it work. 
There are a number of solid reasons to 
expect some useful actions from the 
climate of good will which prevails today. 
Further drift and stalemate are a 
visible peril to the country. 
C ongress knows it. The president 
knows it. The voters know it. 


WHICHEVER BRANCH of government 
— Congress or the president — causes 
further stalemate at this time will risk 
the wrath of the American people. 
Voters at this point want and expect 
government to begin to govern again. 


‘‘Don’t wallow in Watergate” was once 
empty, partisan rhetoric. Today it is the 
public’s plain warning that now is the 
time to end inertia, put past controver­ 
sies behind us, and get on with the public 
business. 
I suggest that the fate of incumbent 
congressmen will be considerably deter­ 
mined by how reasonable co-operative 
they are with President Ford during the 
next two and a half months. “ By their 
fruits ye shall know them .” 


THE SENATE is showing a willingness 
to compromise with President Ford in 
ways it was not willing to compromise 
with former President Nixon. One exam ­ 
ple is the vitally important foreign trade 
bill. 
The 
Jackson 
am endm ent 
has 
blocked this measure for months because 
of controversy over the treatment of 
Russian Jews. Now that issue is being 
resolved, and President Ford is being 
given discretion to determine when the 
conditions of the Jackson amendment 
have been met. 
The White House and Congress are also 
much nearer together on a workable 
national health care bill than at any time 
during the past year. It is moving toward 
enactment this year or early next. 
The toughest piece of conciliation is 
still ahead — a coherent, bipartisan anti­ 
inflation program. Even the big spenders 
in Congress are becoming more econo­ 
my-minded because they are hearing 
from the voters back home. 
The message is: the war on inflation 
comes ahead of everything else. 
It will be bad politics to stand in the 
way of major budget-cutting which is the 
essential first thrust in the anti-inflation 
battle. It will be good politics to support 
it.

While National Leaders Row, 
Doers Attack Food Crisis 


WOODS HOLE. Mass. — There are 
w orriers, and then there are doers. 
Public officials assem bled in B ucharest 
this month for history’s largest official 
worrying session about world population. 
They knew before they arrived that they 
w ere going to disagree about the long- 
range perils of the situation, what should 
be done about them , and who should do 
it. As they head home they rem ain in 
disagreem ent, only m ore so. 
Delegates from the underdeveloped na­ 
tions (the “ third w orld” ) have been joined 
by Communist representatives in insist­ 
ing that the United States and other 
western industrial countries consume too 
much. U.S. advice urging the third world 
to cut back its birthrate as we have done 
is received as racist propaganda. The 
two sides come together on only one 
thing: As things are proceeding, there is 
not going to be enough food to go around. 


AT THE RATE world population is still 
increasing, food supplies in 1980 will have 
to be one-third g reater than in 1965; by 
2000 approxim ately double 1965. Because 
of their rapidly 
booming populations, 
m erely to prevent a decline in existing 
nutrition levels in developing regions will 
dem and more than 40 per cent more 
production in 1980 than in 1965; and by 
2000 alm ost 120 per cent more than 1965. 
The critical dem and for more foostufff 
is driven not only by the growth in 
population as such. It curves upward 
even more sharply because of rising 
affluence, which m eans rising expecta­ 
tions for better food — specifically more 
proteins, 
more m eat for nations that 
historically have existed on low-nutrition 
djets. The portent of this change is clear 
in the fact that it takes seven pounds of 
grain to produce one pound of beef; four 
of grain for one of pork; three of grain 
for one of poultry. 
Optimistic experts m aintain that trad i­ 
tional farm ing m ethods can meet these

dem ands if pushed hard enough. But 
hard enough m eans plowing up so much 
of the land that all those extra people will 
be crowded even closer than otherwise. It 
m eans 
the dam m ing of stream s for 
irrigation to an extent dangerous to the 
health of whole national populations. It 
m eans the use of fertilizer so intensively 
as to become counterproductive when the 
runoff from these chem icals kills m asses 
of the

THAT BRINGS US to non-traditional 
food production, which switches us from 
the w orriers to the doers, and thus we 
arrive here at Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution. It is not the only research 
agency trying to m axim ize protein output 
by recycling what man already uses. 
Aquaculture, growing crops in w ater, is a 
com m ercial reality in some areas. But 
Dr. John Ryther is turning one thrust of 
population — pollution — back against 
another — the food shortage. 


His schem e, growing in scale over four 
years, is to use treated sewage as a 
nutrient for an algae farm and the algae 
as food for shellfish. 
Its potential is 
illustrated by Japanese success at grow ­ 
ing oysters artificially from rafts in the 
Inland Sea. A single raft produces about 
four tons of oyster m eat a year, which is 
the highest rate of output of anim al 
protein per unit anyw here on earth. 


Beyond 
the experim ental 
level 
Dr. 
R yther’s project would grow into a com­ 
bined sew age tre a tm e n t-a q u a c u ltu re 
complex, concentrating two necessary 
functions of the coastal zone into one 
area and leaving nearby w aters free for 
other uses. By his figures a com m unity of 
11,000 people would produce sewage nu­ 
trition for a 50-acre algae farm which in 
turn 
would feed a one-acre shellfish 
facility for an annual crop of a million 
pounds of protein-rich m eat The exten­ 
sion of these figures to larger cities and 
regions involves vast am ounts of critical­ 
ly needed food, especially for countries 
with already high populations and long 
coastlines, and that includes some of the 
hungriest. 


The direct line between what Dr. Ry­ 
ther is doing at the Environmental Sys­ 
tems Laboratory and what the gentlemen 
from Ulan Bator and Foggy Bottom have 
been debating at Bucharest is clear to 
any fourth grader. But neither Dr. Ry­ 
ther nor I suggest that his project is the 
single answer to the problem of world 
hunger. 
It is, however, one of many 
examples of innovative action which had 
better replace the purely nationalistic 
worrying at Bucharest if man is to 
prevent his own fertility from making 
him extinct.

Size Of Mill Valley Reserve 
Fund Raises Some Eyebrows 


Before getting nervous over 
the fact that bids for building 
the new Mill Valley public safe­ 
ty complex were higher than 
expected, residents should note 
that by the end of fiscal 1975 the 
city will have reserves of about 
$1.5 million. 
In this civic savings account, 
more than $800,000 will be in 
the general fund and could be 
used for almost anything the 
city council wants. 
City Mgr. Ronald L. Usher 
noted that the reserves “ are 
extremely healthy related to 
the total city budget” of $3 
million. 
Usher, who came to the city 
last January, said that most of 
the responsibility for the re­ 
serves’ size belongs to his 
predecessor, William Cunningh­ 
am. who apparently was skillful 
at salting away funds for the 
city. 
Even some councilmen ex­ 
pressed surprise to find out how 
big the reserve was when Usher 
prepared 
the 
budget 
this 
spring. 


IN VIEW of the size of the 
reserve, one might ask, why 
should the city worry about the 
extra $300,000 needed for the 
public safety building? Why 
can’t the money come out of 
general fund reserves — still 


leaving $500,000 for emergen­ 
cies0 
At a meeting last week, the 
council noted that it probably 
will have to do just that. But 
the council also seems intent on 
putting the money used back in 
the reserve fund by making the 
tax rate a little higher than is 
needed for the rest of the budg­ 
et. A tax rate of $2.75 per $100 
assessed valuation was set — 
five cents higher than originally 
was estimated as needed. 
The idea is, the council said 
at the time, to replace what’s 
taken out of the reserve fund 
for the public safety building in 
small amounts over the next 
several years. The extra nickel 
will bring the city an added 
$31,000 this year. 


G R A N T E D A C IT Y always 
needs reserves handy for emer­ 
gencies. But why is $800,000 to 
$1 million in a general fund 
needed for in a city the size of 
Mill Valley? Has the council got 
some other space purchases in 
mind, for example0 
Before voters approve any 
more bond issues in Mill Val­ 
ley, they might insist on finding 
out how much the city actually 
needs in reserves. Can't special 
purchases sometimes be funded

SACRAMENTO fUPD - The 
State 
Lands 
Commission 
agreed today to authorize a 
lease for natural gas drilling on 
some 3,000 acres on West Sher­ 
man Island in the Sacramento 
River.

A staff recommendation said 
the lease would not “ interfere 
with the developed riverbank or 
shoreline, residential or recrea­ 
tional areas.”

In other action, the commis­ 
sion delayed consideration of an 
application for a right-of-way 
for a replacement for the Dum­ 
barton Bridge, connecting San 
Mateo and Alameda counties. 
The commission must give per­ 
mission for the use of some 70 
submerged acres for the pro­ 
posed replacement span. 


A three-year permit was 
granted to Gibson-Pierson Ship 
Salvors, Inc. to recover the 
cargo and huii of a sunken 400- 
year-old Spanish sailing ship 
near San Miguel Island in Santa 
Barbara County. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Former President Richard M. 
Nixon has asked for $244,000 to 
set up his office in San Clem­ 
ente, Calif, and the government 
has okayed the request subject 
to a congressional appropria­ 
tion, the White House said yes­ 
terday. 
The $244,000 request was part 
of an $850,000 fund which Presi­ 
dent Ford asked Congress to 
apprupriate for “ presidential 
transition expenses and allow­ 
ances for former Presidents.” 
The General Services Admin­ 
istration, which serves as the 
government’s 
housekeeping 
agency, negotiated the $244,000 
with Nixon and submitted it to 
Ford, White House press aide 
John Carlson said. 
He said 
the figure was 
“ roughly the same” as the 
amount provided former Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson to set 
up an office in Texas after his 
term expired. 
Johnson's is the only presi­ 
dent since the law which au­ 
thorized such expenditures not 
enacted until 1963. 
Ford requested $450,000 to be 
available from Aug. 9, when 


Nixon left office, until the cur­ 
rent fiscal year ends next June 
30, for transition expenses. 
Another $400,000 would be al­ 
located under separate legisla­ 
tion to cover Nixon’s pension, 
his office staff, travel and fur­ 
nishings for his office, Carlson 
said. 
He said that $400,000 breaks 
down this way: $96,000 to pay 
his staff, $60,000 for Nixon’s 
pension, $40,000 for travel, $5.- 
000 for office supplies, $65,000 
for furnishings. $21,000 for com­ 
munications, $10,000 for print­ 
ing and $100,000 for miscella­ 
neous expenses. 
Carlson said Nixon would be 
within the law if he used some 
of $96,000 for staff to pay his 
lawyers but he may not pay 
additional legal fees out of the 
$100,000 miscellaneous fund. 
As a practical matter, he 
said, there would not be much 
in the $96,000 for paying law­ 
yers since his personal secre­ 
tary. Rose Mary Woods, re­ 
ceives $50,000 and he employs 
three secretaries to help with 
the mail. 
The GSA must approve ex­ 
penditures from the $100,000 


miscellaneous account as pro­ 
vided by law, Carlson said. 
Carlson said Nixon is entitled 


to the pension and the staff 
allowance under law but Con­ 
gress could refuse to appropri­ 


ate the additional $244,000 
which the GSA proposed if it 
chose to do so.

Seoul's New Subway 
Eases Traffic Jams 


SEOUL (UPI) - The tracks 
run less than six miles, but the 
new Seoul subway eased some 
traffic jams for the city’s six 
million residents. 
The South Korean capital 
opened the first portion of the 
subway network Aug. 15. The 
5.9 miles of track connect the 
central railroad station with 
Chongryangri in the city’s east­ 
ern suburbs.

Malfunction 
Cuts Short 
Plane Flight 


EDWARDS AFB. Calif. (UPI) 
— The experimental X24B. a 
delta-shaped aircraft, made its 
15th flight yesterday but an 
engine malfunction kept it from 
its planned maximum speed of 
1.100 miles an hour. 


With the regular pilot, John 
A Manke, at the controls, the 
rocket-powered aircraft was 
launched from a B52 bomber at 
an elevation of 45.000 near Lan­ 
caster. With all four chambers 
of the rocket engine ignited, 
Manke took the X24B to a peak 
altitude of 73,500 feet and a 
speed of 760 m p h., or mach 
1.15, before a malfunction shut 
the engine down prematurely. 


Manke maneuvered the X24B 
to a glide landing on a dry lake 
bed at the Flight Research Cen­ 
ter of the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. 
The flight lasted seven min­ 
utes and 18 seconds. 
The X24B is the latest in a 
series of small rocket-powered 
experimental aircraft that is 
being flown to demonstrate 
man’s ability to maneuver and 
safely land vehicles with shapes 
that have been designed solely 
for re-entry from space flights. 
It is a possible forerunner of 
future manned aircraft that 
would be able to cruise at 
hypersonic speeds. 


Solar Energy To 
Heat Big Pool 


LOS A N G ELES (UPI) - 
County supervisors have au­ 
thorized the experimental use 
of solar energy to heat the 
180,000-gallon Salazar swim­ 
ming pool in East Los Angeles. 
Supervisor James Hayes, the 
county’s energy chairman, said 
the plan was an extension of a 
test which involved the use of 
solar energy at a small pool at 
the county mechanical head­ 
quarters. 
The test involved solar ener­ 
gy panels which are placed on 
the rooftop of the building, and 
the heat absorbed in them used 
to warm a small test pool.

“ We were at a loss when we 
had the plan before us for the 
first time,” he said. “ Where 
there was a will there was a 
way. We threw in all our pas­ 
sion. We inspected subway sys­ 
tems in other countries and now 
feel that we are experts.” 
Each subway train has six 
cars with a total capacity of 
2,000 passengers and runs at 
top speeds of 43.5 miles per 
hour.
